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WRITE-OFF FORM ? There are few more 


difficult things in life than seeing the other man’s point of view! 
It's not a bad thing to try it sometimes and we ourselves have 
been endeavouring to do just that in connection with the three 
forms offered by the Consumer Council for use by house- 
holders who intend to have repairs or redecorating work 
carried out. How would a local builder look at them ? 

Take a job costing £150. By the time he's paid not only 
labour, materials, transport and overheads, acted as unpaid 
agent for the Inland Revenue and Ministry of Social Security 
and allowed #er profits tax and his own income tax, etc., and 
etc., the builder concerned would be lucky, we dare say, if he 
genuinely finishes up £15 better off. 

How far can you expect a man to stick his neck out in order 
to make £15? Or even £30? Ought he to be willing, as the 
Consumer Council suggests, to pay your hotel bill if he doesn't 
finish the job on time and you have to find accommodation 
elsewhere? We suspect he would double the time and/or 
double the price if you insisted on it. Even this, though, is not 
the major pitfall that lies in wait for the unwary homeowner. 
The “Request for Quotation” form contains a number of 
inviting blank spaces on which you the householder itemise 
the work you require to be done. 

Unfortunately, the law is no more sympathetic towards the 
man who sets out to be his own architect than to the man who 
tries to act as his own solicitor. lf you tell a builder exactly 
what he is to do you have given him the perfect alibi if things 
go wrong. He has done what he was told! The forms could be 
filled in correctly, on the other hand they could be completed 
in such a way as to leave the home-owner worse off than 
without them. In fact, if you’re not a knowledgable do-it-your- 
selfer, your best course would probably be to ask the builder 
in for a cup of tea and fillin the forms under his direction. Which 
is not very far from saying that if you’ve got a builder you can 
trust to that extent, why bother ? 

We're not trying to minimise the problems that face the 
customer. But it's wise to try to think how much it is reasonable 
to ask. Take the quotation or estimate, for example. This 
requires that someone from the firm, and an experienced man 
at that, must “attend” (as the estimator calls it) take your in- 
structions and measure up. Then he goes back to his office 
and applies his experience to calculating time, materials and 
overheads. It’s so easy to go badly wrong that many small 
builders won't do it. Instead, they'll tell you frankly you must 
take them on trust and they'll charge you what the job costs 
plus their profit. Naturally, this can lead to some nasty shocks 
when the bill comes in. And equally naturally it is the desire 
to help the householder avoid these nasty surprises that has 
led the Consumer Council to prepare these forms. Now we’re 
back to where we started! So what conclusion can we offer ? 
First, that a job of work conscientiously carried out can never 
be cheap and if you try to drive too hard a bargain you may 
wish you hadn’t. How about doing it yourself? Glad you 
reminded us about that. If you own your home and value it 
for the important asset it is, you’ll be wise to give a bit of time 
to the subject. You need to take as much interest in it as a 
stamp collector does in his stamps, or a camera fan does in 
his photography, or a car enthusiast does in his car. And, 
once you've reached the stage of knowing enough to tell the 
builder in any detail what you want him to do you're pretty 
weil at the point of being able to do it yourself and save trouble! 
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BASIC GARDEN BUILDING 


STEP 1 


DRAINAGE 


ANY otherwise good gardens and 
homes are ruined through having poor 
drainage. It is vital to make sure that 

water can get away easily or it may accumu- 
late, not only in the soil but under the house 
in the foundations. This trouble is especially 
a problem in areas of heavy or clay soil but 
it may also be found in light soil where the 
surrounding ground is flat and the water- 
table high. 

Perpetual damp ruins timber, soaks up 
into walls and makes it difficult for most 
garden plants to succeed. Plan your drain- 
age system before tackling any other garden 
work. 

If your land is steeply sloping, say more 
than one in eight, no formal drains may be 
required but in virtually every other case 
drains will be useful. 

The main problem is often to decide 
where the surplus water is to be directed. 
The natural lie of the land may indicate an 
outlet into a neighbouring road or path, or 
across the adjoining garden. A co-operative 
plan with a neighbour may be very useful to 
both in getting rid of drain water, perhaps 
into a hedge ditch. , 

Most modern housing sites, though, are 
devoid of drain outlets and then the system 
will call for soakaway pits. These are in 
essence merely deep holes into which the 
drain pipes are directed, and from which the 
accumulating water has time to gradually 
seep away. It is vital for their proper work- 


ing that these pits go deep enough to reach 
a porous subsoil. In gardens on clay beds 
this means that the depth must be great 
enough to penetrate the clay. Rain water 
then passes through the pit into the soil 
beneath. Pits dug too shallowly into such 
clay are useless for the water cannot get 
away. 

Of course, soakaways are not left open, 
but are filled with rubble, broken bricks and 
so on, topped with a foot deep layer of finer 
shingle and then with topsoil. The drain 
pipes enter them in the top part of the gravel 
layer. : 

The position of the soakaway is at the 
lowest point of the garden and the drains 
are led to it either directly (in small plots) 
or by a “herringbone” system of main drains 
and tributaries. 

A really good soakaway, which will serve 
for a lifetime, if it is properly made, should 
be about four feet square and as much deep, 
depending on the subsoil, clay strata and 
water-table. 

This does mean a lot of hard digging— 
and, some might think, soil disposal, 
although this is never so much a problem 
as it appears before the work is done. 

Many rural, if not most, and quite a large 
number of urban and suburban properties, 
have their roof drainage run, via a gulley, 
to land drains and soakaways. Sometimes 
semi-detached properties share a soakaway 
laid by the builder. 

It is something of a temptation to run 
land drainage to this type of existing soak- 
away—but it is not wise to do so. The 
added burden of water might overcome the 
capacity of the soakaway and the drainage 
problem would be as bad as before. 
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1 After digging the soakaway the trenches 
are taken out. At their shallowest they must 
be below the level of cultivation, at least, and 
for best results with plants should be 
below the average rooting level of the species 
grown. Eighteen inches is the ideal minimum 
for most garden work. Sometimes, though, 
giving the trench bottom its slope of at least 
1 in 150 will result in very deep trenches at 
the soakaway end. However deep they may 
be, the trenches must slope perfectly evenly

STEP 2 


CULTIVATION 


EFORE starting to dig your land, make 
a detailed plan of your garden. This 
may save days of labour. Different 
plants call for different depths and methods 
of cultivation. Hedges, for example, must 
be deeply dug, preferably by hand, but on 
reasonably drained soil the area for lawn 
need only be dug 6in. deep or so. In fact, if 
your new garden is part of an old farm 
meadow, as many are these days, then you 
may well not need to dig it at all, for good 
lawns can be made from this sort of old 
grassland. We will give details about this in 
the section on lawn making. 

If, though, your land is plain soil, prob- 
ably more or less full of weeds, brickbats, old 
boots and so on, then the areas should be 
marked out, perhaps with pegged lines. 

If a hedge is needed, mark this out 4ft. 
wide. Beds for roses, shrubs or perennial 
plants all need deep digging so mark them 
out too. Small annual flower beds do not 
need such deep work and, of course, the run 
-of paths, terraces, drives, garage sites, etc., 
needs no digging at all. 

By the time this is done the area of deep 
digging will be much reduced. 


SOIL TESTING 


You can now buy kits of chemicals that 
will tell you roughly what fertilisers are 
needed by your land. Some simple kits 
only tell whether lime is needed, which is 
very useful in new gardens. Others give 
much fuller information and indicate short- 
ages of phosphates, nitrogen and potash. 

Using these kits is very simple and calls 
for no chemical knowledge at all. A small 
quantity of the soil is placed in a test-tube 
and a certain liquid poured over it. The 
liquid will then change in colour. The result- 
ing colour is compared with a printed chart 
that will tell the amount of the particular 
fertiliser that is needed. 


STEP 3 LAWN MAKING 


EW gardens made on old grassland can 

often have lawns in a very short time 
without any cost at all, simply by 

_ mowing and treating the grass already there. 
The vast bulk of all the expensive lawn 
turves that are sold in Britain are merely 
such meadow, kept mown short for a few 
months and sprayed to remove the weeds. 
The tool to use for this job is a rotary type 
grasscutter which will tackle even tall grass.

Start 
by taking out a trench the depth of the spade 
st one end of the bed. Set the soil 
aside, 


8 Fork over the bottom of this trench to give 
a ‘double-digging’ effect, ideal for roses, 
shrubs and trees, or for vegetables. If farm 
manure is available this should be spread 
over the trench bottom before forking. 
Alternatively use bone meal or a general 
mixed fertiliser. 


% Dig back now into the soil, throwing this 
over the forked area. Do not take large 
lumps at first. It may take several spadefuls 
to dig back a foot wide trench. 


10 Turn the soil well back over the first 
trench, so exposing another trench. Clear 
the bottom of this with the spade. Finally 
fork the bottom of the second trench and 
continue to the end of the plot, where the 
soil removed from the first trench is used to 
fill up the /ast. 


11 Rotovating is a popular way of getting the 


initial digging done, either by buying or 
hiring a machine. Even quite small ones can 
dig fairly deeply, especially in light or medium 
soil but not in one pass. Let the machine 
chew itself down a couple of inches at a 
time, working in lines up and down and 
across the plot, till the rotors are almost 


buried yet still turning freely. It is not 


possible with rotovators to cultivate as deeply 
as by hand, and hand work is certainly best 
where trees are to be planted. 


12 Even very weedy areas are soon cut 
down by these machines. Used without any 
catch-box they finely shred the grass and 
leaves. If growth is heavy, rake off the worst 
of the debris and mow again. In the early 
stages mow frequently, twice a week if 


_possible. Within a short time the large- 


leaved weeds will disappear whilst the 
tougher grasses will thicken swiftly. Mowing 
should be at about three inches height up 
to this stage but now the cutters can be 
gradually dropped to one inch. 


13 Finally a spraying with one of the selec- 


tive hormone weedkillers will kill off many of 
the weeds remaining and continual mowing 
with the catch-box on will encourage rapid 
spreading of the grass. Initially this may 


- appear brown, coarse and tangled but new, 


fine growth will soon appear. 
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3 Flatness and even 
slope of trenches and 
pipes is made easy to 
check by three identical 
T-shaped boards such as 
this. They are stood up- 
right on the pipe and if 
on sighting along them. 
their tops coincide, the 
drain is straight and 
even in slope 


2 Although satisfactory drains can be made 
by simply filling the trenches half full of 
rubble, or even brushwood, the labour of 
taking out trenches surely makes worth 
while the comparatively small cost of proper 
land tile drains, three inches in diameter. 
These are laid touching but not cemented 
together. Where ‘herringbone’ drains are 
laid the main pipe may be four inches 
diameter and be of the collared type that 
slots together. Only the joint pipes are 
cemented even with these (where trees such 
as poplar or willow grow or are to be planted 
nearby, then the pipes should be cemented 
or the very penetrating roots of these trees 
will find their way in and block the drain) 


4 lf stones are plentiful, 
pack the sides of the 
pipes firmly and lay 
larger ones over the top 
of each joint. Take care 
not to disturb the align- 
ment of the pipes 


6 Very weedy ground 
should have the weeds 
skimmed off and stacked 
aside to rot. Buy a small 
bag of sulphate of am- 
monia and spread a 
handful over each six 
inch layer of rubbish 
and then lay on this 
an inch or two of topsoil. 
The compost will then 
be nearly as good as 
farmyard manure in a 
few months

5 Shovel further stones, broken bricks or coarse 
gravel over the pipes and top this with finer 
shingle two or three inches deep.

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14 Any lawn to be made from scratch calls 
for the use of the rake, to break up the dug 
soil finely and to level the ground. Frequent 
treading of the soil (in dry weather) will 
help to consolidate the lawn area. A flat, 


firm surface is vital for depressions and 


humps are very difficult indeed to remove 
later. 


15 Always buy seed suited to the lawn type 
needed. It is pointless to buy expensive 
fine seeds, which*do not wear well, for a 
lawn where children are to play, and foolish 
to expect a magnificent, bowling-green 
sward if the seed used is almost all Rye 
grass. Buy seed from a specialist firm who 
have different mixtures for all soils and 
situations. Mix the seed with double its 
volume of sand, preferably of a different 
colour to your soil. 


16 This mixture gives more bulk and eases 
even distribution, for thin parts will show 
up by the sand colour. Sow by hand, 
working across the plot in both directions 
and save a little seed for later infilling. 
Finally rake the seed in lightly till the sand 
colour disappears. The seed should be just 
under the surface. Do not roll, especially on 
heavy soil. Start mowing when the young 
grass is three inches tall. Ignore germinating 
annual weeds. These will be killed by the 
first mowing and in the early stages, in 
warm weather, the shade of the weeds may 
actually benefit the grass. 


17 Lawns made with turf have the great 
advantage that they can be used almost at 
once (some modern seeds also give a lawn 
very quickly, but still take longer than turf). 
Almost all turf, even if advertised as ‘cul- 
tivated’ is in fact farm meadow lifted by 
machine. Inspect turves at the back as 
much as looking at the green grass blades. 
A strong, fibrous mat, with little sign of 
cracking and taking a good deal of pulling 
to tear it apart, will be easiest to handle. 
Weed roots will often stand out clearly 
underneath, too, even when the leaves have 
been killed by weedkillers. 

Weight is the great problem, often over- 
looked, in making a turf lawn. If this is, say, 
fifteen yards by ten yards, you will need 
450 turves each three feet long by a foot 
wide. These will weigh about four and a 
half tons and all will need carrying from the 
roadside, unloading, lifting into place and 
beating down. 


18 Lay boards wherever the barrow must 
pass or the weight will rapidly wear great 
ruts into the land. 


19 Just before each turf is laid, lightly rake 
its bed. A very fine finish is not needed and 
small stones can be left in place provided 
they do not affect the levelling. Always work 
from the laid turves, not from the soil, and 
stand on a board to distribute your weight. 
The only real risk of failure with turf is lack 
of water. This is very important in spring or 
summer work, when turves may absorb a 
gallon each, daily. Dip each turf into a tub 
of water before laying if hot weather is 
likely. The best seasons for turf laying are 
late autumn, winter or very early spring. 
At other times keep the sprinkler working 
frequently during the three months after 
laying. 


20 The actual layout is simple. Merely place 
the turves in“brick pattern’ against each 
other. Heavy beating is not needed. Patting 
with the back of a spade is adequate. Large 
humps or hollows must be corrected by 
lifting and re-laying the turves concerned. 


21 Steeply sloping gardens present special 
problems that we cover in the next section, 
but one possible solution is to grass over 
steep banks. Turves used for this can be 
‘stapled’ in place with eighteen-inch lengths 
of thick, galvanised wire bent into staple 
shape and pressed into the soil. In really 
difficult places, with steep slopes and some 
risk of soil sliding, these can be reinforced 
well by unrolling wire netting over the 
surface and stapling through this. The 
grass blades soon conceal the wire but 
mowing must of course be done with care 
and the grass left longer than usual. 
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WATER-GARDEN 
AND 
FISH-POND 


E had always wanted a fishpond and water garden so 
when we bought a house, they had priority in our plans / 
for outdoors.

WHAT WE DECIDED 


Our design consisted of a main pond of irregular shape, con- 
taining a fountain, and stocked with plants, fish, and other 
pond life. The pond was to be sited in a corner of the main 
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lawn below the terrace; have a water surface 
area of approximately 25 square feet, and 
bordered on the lawn side by a paved walk- 
way. On the opposite side, would be a corner 
rock garden, containing, amongst the rocks 
and plants, a system of small pools set at 
different levels and linked by water-steps 
and channels. The submerged pump supply- 
ing the fountain would also feed water—via 
concealed tubing—to the top rock-pool, 
flowing down through the lower pools and 
channels, to cascade finally into the main 
pond again over a large overhanging stone. 

Pond-side ornaments among the rocks 
and plants would provide finishing touches 
to the scene. 


METHODS AVAILABLE 


We found the system we envisaged could 
be built in several different ways; the most 
common of these being 


1 CONCRETE 
Concrete walls and floor for the main pond 
several inches thick (possibly reinforced). 
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The rock-pools, etc., being less robustly 
formed in mortar. 

The work involved in mixing the volume 
of concrete required to form the recom- 
mended “safe” thickness of 6in., must be a 
significant factor when deciding the method 
to be used. 

However, if there is sufficient subsidence 
of surrounding soil or a hard enough freeze- 
up—or both—even the sturdiest of ponds 
could crack. 

Also, construction in concrete involves 
“seasoning” problems—the removal of 
poisonous elements such as “free lime” from 
the fresh concrete prior to the introduction 
of delicate (and expensive) fish and plant life. 


2 FIBRE-GLASS | 

The rock-pools, cascades—and the main 
pond itself—could be purchased in rigid 
fibre-glass units, and, after excavating the 
necessary holes, simply bedded-down in their 
respective positions. 

These units are, of course, very handy and 
labour-saving. 

We also found that although the range of 
main-pond sizes included the dimensions we 
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These cross-sections clarify the 

stage-by-stage construction of 

this garden feature; you can 

see how the pool is built up, 
almost in layers 
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had in mind, the smallest of the rock-pools 
and cascades catalogued were too large for 
the system we planned. Manufacturers 
would, no doubt, have readily made up a 
fibre-glass rock-pool systent to our speci- 
fications. 


3 PLASTIC LINERS 

Again, this involves excavation of the 
shape and size of pond or pool desired; then 
lining it with tough, leak-proof PVC-coated 
terylene sheeting specially developed for this 
purpose. Such liners are offered for sale in 
several different colours, or with an attractive 
“pebble” patterned finish. 

Liners are labour-saving, of course; with 
attractive colours and patterns to choose 
from. But, having two lively children, we 
felt pointed and sharp-edged missiles would 
occasionally land in the pond—with possibly 
disastrous results. 


4 COMBINED METHODS 
These include combinations of any of the 
three basic methods—e.g., rock-pools and 
cascades of fibre-glass, with a plastic liner 
in the main pond. 
continued overleaf 
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METHOD SELECTED—AND WHY 


We decided on a ‘double-containment” 
method for the main pond—two ponds in 
one, you might say—consisting of 4in. thick 
concrete floor and walls, reinforced with 
thick wire; and backed-up as a second line 
of defence against leakage, by an inexpensive 
liner of ordinary heavy-gauge polythene 
sheeting. : 

We considered that by using the poly- 
thene liner we justified the reduction in 
thickness of concrete from the recommended 


“safe” thickness of 6in. to 4—thereby re- 


ducing the volume of concrete required by 
one third and, likewise, the labour involved 
—although, as confirmed “do-it-yourselfers” 
we readily accepted the extra work involved 
in concreting in order to attain the better 
surface textures and effects. 

Also, by the use of mortar in forming the 
rock-pool system we would have full flexi- 
bility in choice of shape and size of pools 
and channels to fit into our rockery; and, 
with the inclusion of a suitable additive in 
the mortar, a choice of colour as well. 

The period of “seasoning” fresh concrete 
can now be reduced to a matter of days by 
the application of a neutralising compound. 


IN HARD CASH 


Naturally, we always kept our ideas within 
the bounds of what we could afford. At an 
estimated cost of £25—including the cost 
of a pump/fountain/recirculating system— 
our method was the cheapest of all those 
considered. 


SITING 


When selecting the site for any type of 
garden pond, it is advisable to pick an area 
where the soil has remained undisturbed for 
several months at least—thus avoiding the 
damage caused by a pond settling or tilting 
in soft ground; the need for a lot cf extra 
“punning” prior to construction, a hundred 
or so gallons of water, plus the weight of the 
concrete and rocks, add up to a formidable 
mass to support! 

A level site simplifies the task, because, 
unless deliberately designed to be otherwise, 
the edges of a pond must be horizontal, i.e. 
parallel with the surface of the water—

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otherwise it will appear lop-sided. 

Our house is built on a natural incline, 
therefore the siting of the pond on sloping 
ground was unavoidable. However, I doubt 

_whether our situation is uncommon; indeed, 
dor an informal water-garden, the natural 
slope of surrounding areas may well enhance 
its appearance. 


BEFORE YOU BEGIN 


It’s important to sketch a plan—as detailed 
as it is possible at this stage—of what you 
intend to achieve (Fig. 1). 

If drawn roughly to scale, the plan will also 


illustrate how the finished project blends 


with the garden in general. 


MATERIALS REQUIRED 


For our pool, were as follows: 
A 12ft. square sheet of heavy gauge polythene 
sheeting. : 
5 cwt. of Portland cement. 
13 cu. ft. of clean sharp sand. 
12 cu. ft. of coarse aggregate. 
Green cement colouring (sufficient for 1 cwt. 
of cement), for pools, etc. : 
200rt. of tin. mild-steel rod (wire); or 3-4 
sq. yd. of chain-link fencing. 
100 old building bricks or rocks for ensuring 
a horizontal rim for ponds built on sloping 
sites. 
Plenty of rocks and broken slabs for the 
rockery and walk-way. 


‘TOOLS 


These included a “laying-on” trowel or 
“float” for laying the concrete and smooth- 
ing the surface; a bricklaying or pointing 
trowel; a large spirit level; an 8ft. “straight- 
edged” piece of timber; a heavy hammer and 
bolster chisel (for cutting bricks and slabs); 
a steel rule; a garden spade; a bucket or 
wheel-barrow for carrying concrete; a 
watering-can or garden-hose, and a heavy 
object for “punning” and compressing 
freshly dug soil (we used half a railway 
sleeper with two 6in. nails as handles). 


ROCKERY FOUNDATION | 


We had built up an impressive heap of 
bricks, stones and rocks from previous jobs. 
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The smallest of these now formed the 
foundations for the corner rockery, by 
simply piling them into the soil. This foun- 
dation and later, the soil and recks of the 
rockery proper, must be solid to keep the 
long-term settlement of the rockery and con- 
sequent disturbance of the rock-pools system 
to a minimum. ; 

Our heap of stones included a variety of 
large rugged rocks and colourful lumps of 
sandstone and granite. These were used 
later in the exposed surface of the rockery. 


MARKING-OUT POND 


With the sketch-plan, and not forgetting 
to leave sufficient room for the rockery (ours 
rises to a height of 2ft. 6in. above the main 
pond, with a maximum width of 6ft.)—the 
shape of the main pond was marked out. We 
had to bear in mind that the ‘area intended 
for excavation had to include the 4in. thick 
concrete liner circumventing the planned 
water area. 


EXCAVATION 


To ensure level excavation of the pond 
bottom and marginal plant shelves—especi- 
ally if sited on sloping ground—we did the 
following : . 

1. At the highest point just outside the 
area to be excavated, a short, thick peg was 
driven into the soil until just “flush” with 
the surrounding surface. 

2. Similar pegs were driven in at half a 
dozen points around the edge of the marked- 
out area and, using a long “straight-edge” 
and spirit-level we checked that the top sur- 
face of each vas truly level with the “flush” 
peg. (Fig. 2a.) 

3. A “level-finder” was made out of a 
4 to 5ft. long “straight-edge” and, using it as 
illustrated in Fig. 2, the shape of the pond 
was excavated as shown in Fig. 3. 


TO BE CONTINUED NEXT MONTH

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ENCES rarely require more woodworking skill. than 

the ability to measure and saw along a straight line. 

What is useful is a little bit of ingenuity in working out 
a design that suits your home and looks a little different 
from the house next door. Although oak is the usual 
material for fence posts—and a very good one, too—it 
doesn’t take paint well. If you want a painted fence, the 
posts and pales will have to be one of the usual softwood 
building timbers, and machine planed, not just rough sawn. 
Of course, you can get pleasant colours in timber pre- 
servatives these days, as well as colourless and the familiar 
creosote brown. But the present trend is undoubtedly for 
white painted fences and, as you can see here, the effect 
is undisputably attractive. 

If you want a dog-proof fence it needs to be at least 
2ft. 6in. high and either fairly close-boarded, or with wire 
netting behind it. Wire netting soon weathers and, with a 
few plants such as rambler roses on the fence, becomes 
practically invisible. It can be the large mesh type and may 
—— you to make considerable savings in the amount of 
timber.

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WO factors must be known before 

construction of the path can be started. 

The first is the width. The second is 
the nature of the path’s surroundings. If it 
is necessary to dig right up to the path, then 
a concrete edging about 3 or 4in. wide will 
be required on either side to prevent damage 
to the foundations. 

Referring to Fig. 1 it will be seen that the 
greater part of the foundation is taken up 
with a layer of tightly packed stones, 4in. 
thick. There is generally no shortage of such 
stones in a garden. Should these not be 
available, however, “hard core” as used for 
road construction will suit admirably. 

Ordinary solid fuel ash—not wood ash— 
will serve for the second layer which is only 
about din. thick. The choice of material here 
is by no means critical. 

The “dry mix” which is mentioned in 
Figs. 1 and 3, consists of a weak concrete, 
or rather a mixture of six parts of sharp sand 
to one part of cement. This is used dry— 
that is no water is added as would normally 
be the case. In this condition the material 
forms an excellent medium in which to lay 
the crazy paving stones. 

Where it is available, natural stone is the 
obvious choice for paving. Any stone Which 
is reasonably hard wearing and which will 
not flake off is suitable. “Blue Pennant” 
stone was used for the paths in the photo- 
graphs, this being locally quarried. In view 
of the cost of natural stone broken paving 
stones provide a useful alternative. These 
also have the decided advantage that they are 
all of the same thickness. Your loca 
authority may be able to supply. 

Whatever stone is finally chosen, it should 
be about Lin. to 2in. thick, and have a more 
or less uniform cross-section. 


CONSTRUCTION 


A sectional diagram showing the basis of 
the construction is given in Fig. 1. Dig the 
trench to a depth of 5in., plus the thickness 
of the paving material to be used. Assum- 
ing this to be 2in., then a depth of 7in. will 
be required. The width of the trench should 
be equal to the width of the path plus 3in. 

If concrete edging is required as described 
earlier, then this should now be construc- 
ted. It takes the form of a rectangular block, 
3in X 5Sin., and is made quite simply by 
setting two of the 5in. boards shown in 
Fig. 1 3in. apart along the sides of the trench 


Here the development rise 


and filling the resultant cavity with concrete 
(5 parts sand to 1 part cement is suitable). 
Note that these kerbs should not extend be- 
yond the overall limits of the path. 

Should it not be necessary to use such 
edging, then the procedure is as follows. 

First set up the boards along the sides of 
the trench (Fig. 1). Then fill the space 
between them with a layer of small stones 
to a depth of 4in. The tool shown in Fig. 2 
can be quickly constructed and will be found 
to be very useful in gauging this depth. A 
tip here is to place some larger stones to- 
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wards the outside edges of the trench in 
order to further consolidate the foundation. 
The stones should be well rolled and packed 
together as closely as possible. The layer of 
ash is next placed on top. This must be well 
rolled and compacted. It may be found that 
this is easier to accomplish if the ash is first 
slightly moistened. At this point the founda- 
tions should be treated with a weedkiller of 
the long-acting type. 

It is a good idea to leave the foundations 

in this condition for a few days. 
- The boards are now carefully removed, 
and weak concrete is poured into the space 
left by them (6 parts sand to 1 part cement). 
This helps to prevent loosening of the tightly 
packed stone foundations. 

The crazy paving stones are now laid out 
in the positions which they will finally 
occupy. The path should be completely laid 
out in this fashion before any of the stones 
are properly laid. Try to keep the path as 
random as possible. The gaps between the 
stones should not be too large, lin. is a good 
average, or even less if possible. 

The stones are next laid one by one in the 
“dry mix” made as described earlier. This 
process is not difficult, patience is really all 
that is required to get the stones level and 
true with one another. A point to note here 
is that the whole path should be given a 
very slight camber.

Fig. 3 gives details of the construction of 
a step. This is in the main self explanatory. 

The path is finished off by filling the gaps 
between the stones with concrete (3 or 4 
parts sand to 1 part cement) and pointing. 


COLOURFUL PATHS 


When it comes to pathways, most people’s 
plans seem to revolve about ordinary grey 
concrete or artificial grey flags of a standard 
size, though coloured concrete flags are 
obtainable as well as colouring agents for 
the handyman who wishes to make his own. 
Several firms produce precast concrete flags 
having permanent non-slip surfaces in many 
different colours and sizes. This enables 
different kinds of patterns or bonds to be 
constructed as shown in Figs. 4, 5, 6. The 
colours will show these to good effect, 
especially if a joint of approximately lin. 
is left between each flag and pointed with a 
sand cement mortar in the proportions of 
4:1 to which a quantity of lamp black has 
been added or a black clinker mortar is used. 


“SOLID BED” METHOD 


When used for drives, main paths, etc., 
it is necessary to bed the flags solid. 

The ground should first be made as 
smooth, compact and as level as possible. 
The slabs should then be laid in a mortar 
composed of five parts of sand and one part 
of cement. Ensure that the flags are level. 

A pleasant and even appearance will be 
obtained by leaving regular joints of iin. or 
Zin. wide between each flag. Leave the pav- 
ing to set for a minimum period of 48 hours. 

To avoid any risk of the wet mortar adher- 
ing to the textured surface of the slabs, it is 
best to use a very “dry” mortar mix for the

joints when these are “pointed” after the 
flags have set. 


“MORTAR SPOT” METHOD 


This method can prove quite satisfactory 
for normal foot traffic. The ground should 
be carefully levelled and made as compact 
as possible. When this is done, spread a fine 
bed of sand and ashes over the area. Each 
flag should now be bedded on from 1 to 5 
evenly spaced mortar spots, depending upon 
the size of the flag—for example, the 
lft. < lft. size needs one “spot” in the 
middle, whereas a 2ft. X 2ft. flag should 
have five “spots”—one in each corner and 
one in the middle. The mortar mixture 
should be 5 parts of sand and one cement. 

Carefully press each piece on its mortar 
“spots” ensuring that it is level. Keep the

required regular joint of, say, iin. or Hin. 
between each flag. 

Leave to set for at least 48 hours, after 
which the joints may be “pointed up” as 
detailed in the solid bed method. 


“DRY” METHOD 


This is the cheapest method of laying the 
slabs for garden paths but movement or 
settlement of the flags must be accepted. 
Carefully level the ground and compact as 
much as possible. Now spread a bed of sand, 
ashes or fine earth about 4in. deep over the 
area. The flags should then be pressed firmly 
into the bed one by one to the pattern de- 
sired, taking care that they are level. 

When laying is complete, sifted soil or

sand may be brushed into the joints or they 
may be filled with “dry” mortar as detailed 
in the solid bed method. 

A neat edging can be made by inserting 
half tiles (9in. X 44in., lft. X 6in. or 14ft. x 
9in.) vertically in the ground along the edge 
of the paving. A special garden edging to 
match these colours 7in. high X 2in. thick in 
3ft. pieces with rounded tops can be 
obtained. Alternatively, a very attractive 
dwarf wall may be made from the flags or 
from bricks or concrete blocks. 

Flags of one standard size are used for the 
Court, Norfolk and Basket bonds in Fig. 6, 
two sizes for those in Fig. 7 and three or 


Two types of wooden moulds are shown 
in Fig. 9. Bear in mind that only one flag 
can be cast at a time in each flag mould, 
and that it can’t be stripped for at least 3 
days—longer if possible. If a Random bond 
is contemplated several sizes will be required. 
Remember, too, to grease the moulds 

tween each casting operation. 

An alternative method is to select a good 
firm and level base, such as a paved area, 
erect some type of formwork as shown in 
Fig. 11 and secure y in place. 

Lay a sheet of waterproof paper between 
the formwork, or a fine layer of sand; fill 
moulds with a firm mix of fine concrete in 
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rough edges of flags. 

For colouring, colouring liquids or pow- 
ders are added to the mixing water. Where 
powders are concerned, the weight of 
powder used must not exceed 6 per cent the 
weight of cement used, or the strength of 
the flag will suffer. White cement can be 
bought and high alumina cement is natur- 
ally black in colour. If the joints between 
the flags are “pointed,” a slight fall is de- 
sirable to drain water away, preferably not 
towards the house. Flags laid by the dry 
method described earlier can have rather 
wide sand-filled joints through which water 
will soak away.

more sizes for those in Figs. 4 and 5 and 
the Dutch and Random bonds in Fig. 6. 
Small flags are less inclined to crack than 
large ones, when home-made. 3 
There are several ways of making one’s 
own flags. If space is limited and amount 
required is small, each one can be cast 


separately.

the proportion of 4 to in. chippings and 
dust, 2 of sand and 1 of cement; or 34 of tin. 
chippings and dust, 13 of sand and 1 cement, 
tamp down firmly and screed off. 


After the concrete has been allowed to 
set slightly, say 2 hours after placing, mark 
out in flag sizes, cutting the marks in with 
the point of a trowel to 3rds the depth of 
concrete. Allow to set completely for say 3 
days, lift with a spade, breaking off at the 
joints and stack to cure for 7 days (Fig. 10). 

The disadvantages of this method are that 
the flags are not as strong as pressed ones, 
only one colour can be produced at a time, 
and joints have to be rather wide, due to

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COLOURED CRAZY PAVING 


Crazy paving was dealt with earlier, but 
another colour to the paving is shown in 
Fig. 8. The mould should be so constructed 
that it can be pulled apart easily. Half joints 
have been used on the cross members with 
a very slack fitting to allow for expansion 
when the wet concrete is placed. 

It will be seen that the path has been 
treated in panels, this is to cut down the 
amount of timber required, and to allow the 
parts to be cast in a small space. 

Some form of identification is desirable, 
say a number at rear of flag to correspond 
with numbers on a rough pencilled sketch.

the concrete and adequate 37. 
reinforcement where required. The best mix is 3 parts 
fine to medium aggregate, 2 parts sharp sand and 1 part 
cement. If you can add a proportion of aluminous cement 
in the mix, hardening will be more rapid. Similarly, you 
can substitute fine granite chippings for the aggregate and 
obtain a more pleasant textured surface. Probably a little 
more cement will be required with granite. For reinforce- 
ment in work of this nature any stout mild steel rod or wire 
will do and, as the sections cast are at no time particularly 
thick, the rod must run almost the full length of the sec- 
tions. Make only enough mix for each moulding, thoroughly 
mixing dry first and adding very little water—just enough 
to ensure that the mix is dampened tc form a cohesive 
mass. Too much water will weaken the casting and set up 
shrinkage on drying out. For the formwork, use timber in 
good condition and stout enough to withstand the pressure — 
of the mix. Use screws throughout for the joints—nails 

will give under pressure. 

Secure the castings in the ground by tamping stones 
and rubble down from the front, forcing the back against 
the rear angle of the hole.

HE neat, economical lines of this dinner 

wagon make it an excellent addition to 

your kitchen—an “extra pair of hands” 
combining a smart appearance with a large 
payload. 

Made mainly with 3in. blockboard the 
streamlined construction will appeal to the 
handyman with a limited amount of time 
to spare. 

Both the tiers are supported by the sides 
of the wagon which are cut from the parent 
sheet in one piece, a device which saves time 
and makes for sturdy construction. After 
sawing clamp them together and sandpaper 
them to ensure that they are identical in size 
and shape. A cut is then made at the front 
inner faces to receive the forward end mem- 
bers which are one thickness of blockboard 
longer than the rear members to allow for 
recessing. 

The end members both back and front are 
glued and countersunk screwed to one side- 
frame, care must be taken to ensure that the 
framework is square. When the first side of 
the wagon has been completed, wipe away 
excess glue which may have exuded from the 
joints. When the remaining side frame has 
been glued and screwed into place the 
bearers which support the bottom shelf may 


be set into position glued and screwed into 
place through the side frame, all screws are 
countersunk, the top edge of the bearer lies 
(2in.) below the top edges of the tower arms 
of the side frames and is made of 2in. X lin. 
timber, either taken all round the bottom of 
the tray and mitred at the corners, or just 
running the length of the side frames. 

The partition which divides the bottle 
rack at the back from the rest of the wagon 
reaches from the top surface of the lower 
tray to the underside of the top tray, the 
forward face of the partition rests flush with 
the inside edges of the vertical section of the 
side frame. This partition is secured by glu- 
ing and screwing with countersunk screws 
through the side frames and the trays. 
Indeed, the top tray is partially supported by 
the partition—it rests on the upper edge of 
the partition and is glued and screwed 
through the side frames using about one 
screw every five inches—use brass counter- 
sunk heads 14in. X 12. Some attention must 
now be given to the layout of the top tier. 
A cross member divides the tier into a small 
compartment for cutlery, and a shallow tray 
for plates, table mats, etc.—it also serves as 
a support for one end of the detachable tray 
and is cut to accommodate one handle. The

other end of this tray is used to propel the 
wagon. Battens to support the wheels are 
the same thickness timber as the supports 
of the bottom tray and run across the wagon 
Sin. from each end. The wheels are set 2in. 
in from the sides—the larger these castors 
are the more easily will the trolley negotiate 
thick pile carpets and rugs. 

The wagon is filled, primed and painted 
before the laminate is fitted to the inside 
of the trays, or the cutlery space is lined and 
partitioned with baize. We chose white gloss 
for the finishing coat, knocked back with a 
dash of grey to reduce the yellowing effect, 
but any colour spray or enamel will look well 
if you smooth down between coats. 

The trays are finished with plastic lamin- 
ate mitred at the corners—in the top tray 
the plastic finishes level with the cutaway 
section of the dividing cross member. 

For the cutlery box baize is glued around 
the exposed faces of pieces of hardboard 
which are glued to the bottom and sides of 
the box, two slats are covered both sides in 
cloth, and used as partitions within the box. 
Fig. 20 explains the construction of the 
removable tray—the handles are glued and 
screwed to the tray body with brass screws 
from the inside.

UTTING paving slabs (like cutting 
quarry tiles which was demonstrated in 

our March issue) is a job which re- 
quires a combination of the right tools plus 
a bit of practice. The tools are simple enough 
a sharp cold chisel or two and a hefty club 
hammer. The technique is fairly simple, too

With care and 
practice it is possible to do some really neat 
cutting to fit, with very little waste.

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ERE is a bird table with a difference. 

It combines functional and modern 

style; it is an interesting exercise in 

angles, and is a carpentry job well within 
the scope of the average worker in wood. 

As it is not the sort of thing for which 
one should buy new, clean timber I am not 
providing a dimensional list of requirements, 
but sizes are indicated as each section is des- 
cribed. For my part I used old floorboards, 
apple cases and odd pieces from stock. The 
only purchases were roofing felt, 8in. < 3in. 
metal brackets, and the pole. 

The pole is essential. Failing all else a 
sawn pole 4in. square would pass, but a 
“rustic” pole tapering from about 5in. to 
4in. diameter by about 9ft. long is a 
“natural.” 

As will be seen from the photographs, 
the structure consists of an eight-gabled, 
roof sitting on an octagonal platform, sup- 
ported by eight struts, springing from the 
central pole. 

Part way up the struts is a feeding table. 
The gabled roof is covered with roofing 
felt cut into tile shapes, and four of the 
gables are partitioned off to form tit-nest- 
ing boxes. On top of all is a 9in. finial. 


THE PLATFORM 
Start by making the octagonal platform, 
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which supports the roof. This is based on 
a circle 2ft. 9in. in diameter; so batten 
some Zin. boards together (temporarily) 
roughly to give such a circle and mark out 
uber a string and pencil spun from a central 
nail. 

To draw the octagon, bisect the circle 
through the centre, and again at right 
angles. Again bisect the right angles, and 
join all points where the radials cross the 
circumference. Saw out the octagon. 

Then, using similar timber saw eight 
pieces, each the length of the sides of the 
octagon, and about 3in. wide. Mitre the ends 
to 671 deg. and firmly nail them all round 
to form a rim. 

If this platform is made firm and accurate 
it will from a template for the construction 
of the roof and save time and trouble. 


THE ROOF 


This is designed to sit snugly on the plat- 
form, with eaves overhanging by about 2in. 
Its base is an open framework of 2in. X 
lin. on edge, as shown in Fig. 1, and of the 
same outside dimensions as the platform. 
The reason for building the roof on this 
open frame, rather than directly on_ the 
solid platform, is to facilitate cleaning, if and 
when the birds use the gables as nesting 
boxes. 

The first stage in constructing the roof 
is to fit eight gable ends, one to each side 
of the octagon. These sides should be 13in. 
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Therefore the width of the face of each 
gable should be about 13}in. and the base 
of each 34in. wide, before angling off-to the 
apex. 

When attached to the frame they should 
extend tin. below the underside of the 
frame, forming a flange all round to provide 
a seating on the platform. 

Before attaching them, however, a slot 
should be cut in the apex of each to receive 
the ridge members. These slots should be 
lin. deep by Zin. wide; and the ends of the 
flat portion at the base should be angled off 
so that they ali fit comfortably together. 

Four of the gable ends can be drilled with 
a liin. hole for tit nests, whilst the other 
four can be left plain, or cut with pigeon 
holes, as illustrated. (Note: if it is intended 
to partition off sections for tit-nesting 
boxes, use the appropriate gable ends on 
those portions of the frame which are tri- 
angular in shape). 


RIDGES AND GULLIES 


When preparing these members, remem- 
ber that the roof overhangs the gables by 
about 2in. all round; so, for the ridges, cut 


two pieces 3ft. long and four pieces 18in. — 


long. 

These should be liin. x {in. thick, and 
one edge should be chamfered from both 
sides to approximate to the pitch of the roof. 
Half lap the two long members at the centre 
and position them in the slots cut in the 
apexes of the gables. At this stage it is as 
well to tack a small plywood boss at the 


centre on the underside to help in fixing the 
intermediate ridges. These having been 
sawn at one end to fit the angle, are fitted 
as shown in Fig. 2. When satisfied they are 
correct, carefully centre the structure and 
nail to the gable ends. 

The strips for the gullies are about jin. 
square by 19in, long, running from the top, 
central boss to the points where the gable 
ends meet. These are best fitted individu- 
ally, cutting a shallow housing for them at 
the junctions of the gables. Do not forget 
to allow them to project at least 2in. in every 
case. 

The whole roof should now be covered 
with plywood or hardboard. Each piece 
must be cut individually to fit, although it 
is all to be covered again with roofing-felt 
tiles. The only difficulty lies in pinning the 
ply to the rather light battens. 


TILING 


Roofing felt comes in two weights: one 
is a thinnish plain black material, whilst the 
other is heavier, and mineral-coated. This 
is a more durable and attractive quality. It 
should be marked out on the back, which is 
uncoated. 

First run a plain strip, 3in. wide, down 
each gully, from the apex to the edge. 

The tiles, which should be cut in strips, 
not individually (see Fig. 5), are laid and 

i parallel with the ridges, and over- 
lapped as illustrated. Work up to the ridge 
on all 16 slopes, then cap with a single strip 
as shown in Fig. 6, the width of which will 
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depend on what is left to cover. 

Care should be taken to see that where 
the various layers meet at the top centre, 
they are neatly finished off, then cap it all 
with a circular patch. 

A final attractive appearance is added by 
surmounting it with a wooden finial, about 
9in. tall cut from a piece of l4in. square 
stuff, and drawn to a point, as shown in 
Fig. 3. This is fixed by driving a long screw 
right through the frame from the underside. 

If it is desired to provide nesting boxes for 
the birds the triangular sections of the frame 
can be partitioned off with ply or hardboard. 

The roof should now be set on one side 
pending preparation of the platform, post 
and feeding table. 

To carry the weight of the platform and 
roof on the top of the post a couple of strong 
battens, 3in. wide at the middle, tapering to 
lin. at each end, should be bolted to the top 
of the post, at right angles (see Fig. 4), 

When fixing the platform ensure that its 
boards cross this support at right angles. 

The main support, however, is in the form. 
of eight buttresses, springing from the post 
to the eight corners of the platform. These 
are of Zin. timber, each 3ft. long, tapering 
from 3 in. wide at the top to lin. at the 
base. The angles at which they meet the 
underside of the platform and the post are 
determined by trial. 

At the bottom they are nailed jnto the 
post, at the top they are fitted to the plat- 
form with 3in. angle brackets. 

There remains the feeding table which is 
built into the supporting buttresses about 
half way up, in such a way that the but- 
tresses appear to pass through it. This is 
more difficult to describe than to do. Sup- 
porting battens are run from the buttresses 
to the post, and the flooring is fitted from 
the perimeter, starting with a frame which 
maintains the octagonal shape. The middle 
is then filled in with pieces of the same 
umber, each being shaped individually to 
fit. The outer edge is finished of with a 
run of half round beading. 

To prevent the roof from blowing off in 
a gale, screw a hasp and staple on each side. 
Creosote the whole structure inside and out 
and sink the post 2ft. 6in. in the ground. 

To date the only creatures to have built 
a nest in the original are a swarm of wasps; 
the cat loves to lie on the feeding table 
sheltered from the rain; and the local squir- 
rel pinches all the nuts—but I am sure the 
birds would appreciate it if competition were 
not so keen. 
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Platform and table, with post, all ready for 
the roof assembly, lying in front 
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As a preliminary to fitting the door fit the 
threshold. The bottom of the frame is used 
as part of this so that from a standard 
piece of threshold joinery cut the first 
(front) 3in. off, with weatherdrip and apron 
slope, and screw it to the frame. 

Cut the stile horns off the door, strip the 
panels as necessary and trim door to fit. 
This is then hung, easier with help, after 
sinking the brass hinges in the door stile 
first, leaving the pins proud on the inside 
face. Then hang the door. 

The outside cladding system is easy to 
erect once the comprehensive but simply 
explained instructions, issued by Marley, 
the makers, is read. 

The elegant Yale lockset and letter-box 
are a matching pair and, of course, the line 
of the lock-rose should run with the smartly 
anodised exterior letter flap. 

The Celotex ceiling tiles are easy to handle 
and fix—and they are no trouble to trim to 
size. 

Wall and floor tiling was easy—all surfaces 
were new and perfect. So there were no 
adhesion problems—or trouble with level- 
ling. But work out the module size to ensure 
that you can start with a full module of the 
tile, either to match the floor or wall line of 
the joins. 
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As part of door threshold was formed by 
the dwarf wall and main frame, the front 
3in. of the sill section only was used 


The door, a standard joinery item, for 
upper glazing, with lower panelling, has 
the protecting horns sawn off the stiles 


To fully glaze the door the panel beads 
were cut through with a power saw and 
freed fillets retained for glazing 


Here the panel is lifted, showing how the 
depth of cut leaves the rebate intact— 
and neatly surrenders the glazing beads 


inevitably a certain amount of trimming 
is required to allow for odd alterations 
in frame opening—just a few shaves 


Before hanging the door a check for fit 
and clearance—hence the penny—is made 
on both hanging and closing door posts 


Standard 4in. brass hinges are first fitted 
to the door (rebated) and then, after mark- 
ing and rebating, to the hanging post 


The Marley Shiplap Siding system, made of 
vinyl, is fixed by its own secret fixing 
system, anchored to main timber grounds 


The tiles we used are Malkin- 
Johnson's new Waverley, in a muted 
blue, both wall and floor grades. 

A novel and attractive touch is 
the conversion of a ceiling light 
fitting as a porch wall fitting simply 
by weather-proofing the back. 


With the two edge channels in position 
the bottom starter strip is fixed with the 
metal cleats in the side channelling 


Channelling and starter strip ready to re- 
ceive the first length of shiplap. Note 
how starter strip enters tin. each end 


Cutting the shiplap into lengths. The 
cut must allow for a half-inch insertion 
into the end channelling at either side 


An eighth-inch saw cut is made in exact 
centre of the top of the first length.

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ITH the roof timbers erected covering 

can begin. First the rafters are 
covered with slaters’ felt. Over this an 
exira insulation system of expanded poly- 
styrene sheet is laid. 

This sheet, Polyzote, made by Expanded 
Rubber and Plastics Ltd., is in standard 
building size sheets of 9ft. by 4ft., and is 
din. thick. This has very high insulation 
property and is easily cut with a sharp knife, 
as well as being light to handle. It is se- 
cured with a few galvanised nails and the 
bottom edge is wrapped round with poly- 
theneto protect it. And itis resilient enough 
to be unharmed by feet if one clambers 
about with reasonable care. 

Battens for the tiles are 1in. by 2in., fixed 
with 2in. galvanised wire nails. First batten 
is the eaves one, carefully fixed to a line 
drawn along the roof edge. Then the other 
battens are nailed at a 4in. gauge. 

A trick used to make batten fixing easier 
is to make an 8in. wooden gauge, fixing bat- 
tens first at the wider gauge and then fixing 
the intermediates, at a 4in. gauge. This 
gives more support for working. 

Where lengths of batten have to be joined 
the join should be made on a rafter so that 
each end can be nailed.

loaded laterally on this, with one end tucked 
on a batten two gauges up. But distribute 
the load carefully as tiles are heavy. 

if a roof is low pitched or in an exposed 
position the lap of the tiles should be 
reduced to 3in. 

Nailing of tiles takes place at every fifth 
course, with galvanised nails. 

The first course of tiles are at the eaves: 
these form an undercloak to the main tiling, 
which is run out to each hip, where tiles are 
cut, in some cases tile-and-half tiles are cut, 
to fit snugly beneath the hip bonnets. 

Bonnets are all secured with 3in. gal- 
vanised nails and cemented into position, 
the finish being a very careful pointing off. 

Valley tiles are laid, much the same as the 
bonnets, but no cement is required. 

At gable ends tile-and-a-half tiles are cut 
to fit on alternate courses to compensate for 
the side lap—and where the roof abuts a 
wall it is weathered with flashings, made of 
Sin. lead soakers, which are bent at right 
angles of 4in. on each 90 degrees, then laid 
cars ae the lap of the tiles and flush to the 
wall. 

The soakers are then weathered off by 
flashings of lead, cut and stepped into the 
courses of the brick wall and cemented in 
the joints. 

For the window sills two courses of the 
tiles are cemented at an angle under each 
frame, projecting about 3in. over the brick- 
work. To cut the tiles an abrasive disc in a 
saw-bench is useful. 

Materials used were chosen to match the 
existing structure, even to the leaded lights, 
made by a local works.

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LTHOUGH we wanted to make a 
permanent garden seat we had no suit- 
able spot to build it, so we decided to 

lay a paved terrace on one side of the garden. 
There’s a wide range of precast concrete 
blocks available and as these give you a pro- 
fessional-looking result with the minimum 
of hard work, they were ideal for the purpose. 
We chose Noelite paving squares, which 
come in a range of five attractive colours, all 
of which blend well with garden surround- 
ings. You can buy these squares in different 
sizes, from 9in. X 9in to 24in X 24in. We used 
the 24in. x 24in. X 2in. squares, but unless you 
can be sure of some strong arms to help you, 
it would be advisable to use smaller slabs as 
the large ones are very heavy to carry and 
move into position (Fig. 2). 

Once you’ve decided the size and colour 
of the squares that you are going to use it’s

time to prepare the site. Clear it and make 
sure that the soil is firm and even (Fig. 1). A 
foundation of hard core and ashes should be 
rolled in if the ground is soft to make it firm 
and level. The paving squares can lay in 
sifted soil or sand or be bedded in cement 
mortar. When laying slabs without cement 
mortar, a layer of sifted soil or sand 3in. deep 
should be spread over the whole area. 
Arrange squares in position, leaving a Hin. 
gap between each slab, tap gently into posi- 
tion so that the slabs are even with the 
surrounding ones and make sure that they 
do not rock. 

When all slabs are laid, fill in the joints 
with the sifted soil (Fig. 3). This may have to 
be re-done later as some of it may become 
washed away with the rain. Check that the 
level of the joint is slightly lower than the 
surface of the slab.

If you wish to bed the slabs in cement 
mortar, prepare the ground as before and 
lay the slabs in a mortar mix of five parts of 
sand to one of cement. Lay the slabs one at 
a time in a mortar bed at least lin. thick. 
Fill the joints with a fairly dry mix to avoid 
the mortar sticking to the surface of the 
slabs. When mixing the cement mortar, 
always use water that is good enough for 
drinking; this is to ensure that the water 
does not contain any impurities that will 
affect the cement. 


SEAT BASE 


For the base of the garden seat, we used 
screen wall blocks which are available in 
many attractive patterns and colours. Ours 
were white Italia screen blocks by Redland 
Tiles Ltd. These can afterwards be painted 
or treated with a silicone water repellent to 
protect them from damp and dirt. You can 
buy paints with a cement base that are suit- 
able for painting on concrete. They contain 
a waterproofer and hardener and can be 
applied to damp or green cement. They’re 
supplied as a powder for mixing with water. 
For successful work it’s essential that the 
mixing instructions are carefully followed. 
These blocks, when made up with the mor- 
tar between them, measure 12in. X 12in. 

Lay a rectangle of blocks, as shown. As 
they are being laid on square slabs, it should 
be easy to make sure that they are in line. 
As we would not be needing much mortar 
for this job, we bought bags of ready mixed 
sand and cement. Mix the mortar on a clean, 
flat surface (Fig. 4). 

If you are going to use coloured blocks, 
use a mixture of mortar that will match the 
colour of the blocks when it’s dry. It’s advis- 
able to wear a pair of strong rubber gloves 
if you are inexperienced in such work, to 
avoid getting rough, red hands from the mor- 
tar and blocks. A 10in. narrow-shouldered 
trowel will be found the easiest to use. Mor- 
tar the block, making a groove down the

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centre to provide better suction (Fig. 5). 

Slice off the excess mortar from the joints 
(Fig. 6) and make sure that there are no 
mortar drips on the surface of the slabs. 
Always keep a bucket of water and a sponge 
handy to wash away any surplus mortar that 
might drop on to the terrace. 


SEAT FRAME 


The wooden framework of the garden seat 
is made of 2in. X 2in. timber. When the 
framework is finished, sand it until it is 
smooth and then treat it with a preservative. 
We used Cuprinol Green preserver as it is 
non-injurious to plant life. After this treat- 
ment the wood can be painted if you wish. 

Cut all the timber to required lengths and 
make the joints. Glue sections together, 
using an adhesive suitable for outdoors 
(Fig. 7) and then sand down (Fig. 8). Make 
sure that the frame and legs are quite square. 
Next, screw the three lengths of wood for the

back support on to the uprights, using non- 
rusting screws (Fig. 9). The planks of wood 
for the seat can now be fixed in position 
(Fig. 10). Check that when the wooden 
framework is in contact with the front screen 
blocks, the edge of the front plank is flush 
with the outer surface of the screen blocks. 
Add a strut (U on the diagram) a few inches 
from the end to retain the planks, Make a 
simple plant box, as shown in the diagram, 
to fit into the space at the right of the seat. 
Remember to drill drainage holes in the base, 
as shown. This can later be filled with soil 
and have flowers planted in it. 


THE CUSHIONS 


We chose a washable, crease-resisting 
material to cover the foam seat and 
cushions. It is an Acrylic repp, 48in. wide. 
made in a wide range of colours by John 
Lewis & Co. Ltd. They also stock a large 
range of feather-filled cushions in many 
sizes ready for you to cover in your own 
material. We made simple box covers for 
the three cushions and a large box cover for 
the foam slab used on the seat. 

To make a box cover, cut two pieces of 
material the size of the top of the foam slab, 
plus din. allowance on all sides for turnings. 
Cut four boxing strips the length of edges of 
slab plus 4in. turnings. Stitch the four strips 
together to make a ring. In stitching, always 
take up a little more than the in. allowance, 
to ensure an extra close fitting. Stitch the 
top cover to the ring on all four sides. Stitch 
the bottom cover piece to the ring on three 
sides only. Leave it open at one short edge 
to insert the foam. The remaining open edge 
can be over-stitched by hand or fitted with a 
zip to make it easy to remove the cover for 
washing.

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CEILINGS

NE of the most difficult trades to 
master, and carry out with any degree 
of success, is plastering. The skill of 

using the mortar-board, the plasterer’s 
trowel, float, hawk, screed boards, and so on, 
can take years to develop to a high standard 
of proficiency. This immediately poses a 
problem for the handyman, who, during the 
course of some project, wants to renew an 
old, or fix a new, ceiling, renew walls where 
the plaster has perished or is crumbling and, 
of course, finish the walls of a new structure, 
or the partition walls to divide a room. 

The Thistlebond method of dry lining 
internal walls has been developed by British 
Gypsum Ltd. Using this method, a wall can 
be lined using no special skills beyond those 
of any practical man. A surface finish equal 
to the finish produced by an experienced 
plastering craftsman can be obtained. Sim- 
ply, the method is to place a series of dabs of 
Thistle Board Finish Plaster on the wall to 
be lined. Against this is pressed a 3 ft. wide 
X gin. plasterboard running from floor to 
ceiling. The edges of the boards have « slight 
taper to take the joint filler and finish; the 
familiar ivory surface of the plasterboard 
— outwards from the wall to give the 

nish. 7 


CEILINGS 


In order to obtain good results the ‘modus 
operandi’ must be strictly adhered to, with 
care and accuracy exercised when measuring 
and cutting the plasterboards, and fixing 
them in position. : 

For ceili the Gyproc plasterboards are 
cut to length to allow the ends to finish mid- 
way across a ceiling joist. The boards are 
nailed with ljin. x 14 g. galvanised nails at 
6in. intervals, the heads being driven home 
to dimple the face of the board without frac- 
turing the surface. To drive the nails accu- 
rately into the joists, the position of each 
joist is first marked on the walls with chalk. 

Aluminium  foil-backed _ plasterboard 
greatly increases the thermal insulation of 
the ceiling, especially if the joists are covered 
with building paper or polythene to form a 
still air space. 


WALLS 


Having fixed the plasterboards to the ceil- 
ing, work can commence on the walls. Start- 
ing from one corner, chalk marks are made 
along the walls 18in. apart and, with the aid 
of a level and straight edge, vertical lines are 
drawn from floor to ceiling. These lines form 
the pattern for the Thistlebond dots which 
are applied to align and level the wall. 

Check over the wall with straight edge 


Applying the Gyp 
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and level to find the high spot—this gives a 
guide to the level at which the dots should 
be fixed. : 


FINISH PLASTER 
AND ‘DOTTING’ 


A bucket of Thistle Board Finish Plaster 
is mixed to a buttery consistency and, with 
a pointing trowel, a dab of plaster is placed 
on the wall. On to this is pressed a thin fibre 
pad, 3in. X 2in., to form a dot. The dots are 
placed on the chalk lines, one 9in. from the 
ceiling, one 4in. from the floor and a third 
in the centre. This procedure is carried out 
at 6ft. intervals around the room and the dots 
plumbed with each other. At corners, the 
dots are placed an inch or so from the angle. 

The plaster sets quite rapidly, so the dots 
soon firm up, allowing the intermediate dots 
to be fixed on every chalk line, plumbing and 
levelling each time. 

The accuracy of the finished job depends 
upon the dots, so care at this stage will help 
produce a level and straight wall. 

More Thistle plaster is mixed and placed 
on a suitable board called a “spot”; now a 
hawk and trowel are used and a trowel full 
of plaster is scooped from the hawk and 
dabbed on to the wall. Each dab should be 
the length of the trowel, 2in. to 3in. wide, and 
thick enough to stand proud of the dots. 
Starting at an angle, a series of the dabs is

placed, between the dots, to receive the first 
plasterboard. 

The 3ft.-wide Gyproc wallboard, cut to 
length beforehand to suit the height of the 
room, less lin. or so, is now offered up to 
the wall and firmly tamped back to the dots 
with a straight-edge. The board edges are 
kept vertical and positioned so that the lead- 
ing edge centres over a line of three dots. 
The dabs are flattened out between the 
board and wall to give the necessary adhe- 
sion. Using a foot lifter, made from timber, 
the board is levered up to fit tightly to the 
ceiling. 

SPECIAL NAILS 


In order to hold the plasterboard in posi- 
tion, and to keep it tight against the dots 
until the plaster sets, Thistlebond double- 
headed nails are driven through the board 
into the six dots round the edges of the 
board. The double head of the nail allows 
easy removal when the plaster has set. 

Reveals and soffits are measured, the 
plasterboard cut, each piece placed into posi- 
tion on plaster dabs, and tamped into place; 
soffit pieces need supporting for an hour or 
so with timber props. The leading edge of 


external angles should be a “bound edge” 


and not a “cut edge.” All cut edges should 
be run to the internal angles. 
When all boards are fixed, the joint treat-

commenced. Using the joint filling knife, a 
seam of Gyproc Joint Filler is spread along 
the joint, a length of Gyproc joint tape is 
pressed into this and another seam of filler 
spread over the top; the jointing sponge is 
used to see that the filler does not build up 
too thick—it must be left below the level of 
the surface.

JOINT FINISH 


Gyproc Joint Finish is mixed, preferably 
with warm water. This forms a smooth 
butter-like material and is spread along each 
joint with the joint finishing tool, in a wide 
band; the edges are feathered off with the 
circular sponge. The nail heads are also gone 
over with this joint finish. Jointing tape is 
folded and pressed into the internal angles 
with a seam of joint finish; a small paint 


brush helps to keep the angle clean and 
accurate. All external angles have Flex- 
Corner tape bedded into position with Joint 
Filler and then Joint Finish. The paper tape 
has two steel strips incorporated into it to 
give complete protection to the angle from 
damage. 3 

To complete the work a thin slurry of 
Gyproc Joint Finish is mixed, the circular 
sponge is dipped into this and a layer is 
spread all over the wall surface, using a 
circular motion. This will even up the tex- 
ture between the boards and the joints. Care 
must be taken to ensure cleanliness of tools, 
buckets, etc., when carrying out the jointing 
procedure. 

The use of Gyproc Wallboard Primer is 
recommended. This is painted on to the 
ceiling and walls to seal the boards ready to 
take any form of decorating. Given a coat of 
plastic emulsion paint, it should be almost 
impossible to see or detect any joint in the 
room.

Fixings to the walls are no problem for 
light loads—a No. 8 drill is run through the 
plasterboard into the wall, then a No. 8 
Rawiplug with a spacer between the wall 
and board is quite sufficient. Where a fixing 
is known before lining, wooden blocks may 
be nailed to the wall in the appropriate 
position. After dry lining, the fittings are 
simply screwed through the plasterboard 
into the timber pad with normal wood screws 
zin. longer than usual. Electric wires in con- 
duits are also placed into position before. 
fixing the wall boards. As will be readily 
apparent, this system has much to commend 
it; the thermal insulation of the room is in- 
creased, no lengthy drying-out periods are 
necessary, no arduous mixing and carrying 
of cement/sand. A room may be decorated 
and finished within a day or so. This is why 
the system is now being used so much in 
multi-storey and modern building construc-

OME focal point in the sun-room was 
S necessary so we devised the elevated 
pond and coupled this with the craggy 
look of exposed facing bricks on the two 
walls adjacent to it. To avoid loss of light 
it was essential to have a transparent or 
translucent roof, but due to personal pre- 
ferences we decided not to have the whole 
roof area transparent. An inevitable ques- 
tion is how to ventilate a sun-lounge, espec- 
ially with the pond, to avoid excessive heat 
and humidity. We settled on louvres which 
provide this ventilation admirably as well as 
the normal changes of air one would want in 
a room such as this, and yet remain attract- 
ive in appearance. Removable panels blank 
off the louvres when the healthy draught is 
temporarily inconvenient. 

Once our basic requirements were known 
an accurate measurement of the area was 
made and drawings prepared. These were 
then sent to the council offices for approval. 
| feel it is always advisable to have a chat 
with the local Building Inspector before sub- 
mitting drawings, for his advice and com- 


ments are always worth hearing. Approval 
usually takes about one month and once re- 
ceived construction can go ahead. 

The darkish top soil should be removed 
from the entire area to be covered by the 
extension and the main foundations dug to 
such a depth as to provide a firm base. (If 
the sub soil is clay the Building Inspector 
may ask you to dig down as much as 3tft. to 
avoid the effect of the clay near the surface 
swelling and contracting in wet and dry 
weather.) 

It is essential that the trenches be dug 
accurately as the Building Inspector will not 
accept the walls bearing too near the edge 
of the foundation. Once the trenches are 
completed and cleaned up the Building 
Inspector will need to see them before con- 
creting takes place. 

The concrete should be mixed drier than 
normal—not because it makes it lighter and 
easier to carry and spread, but because it 
will be stronger and more capable of re- 
sisting excess moisture in the ground. The 
concrete must be finished to a level that is 
compatible to the courses of the bricks and 
to a tolerance of no more than + ?in. (plus 
or minus 3in.). 

The corners should then be established 
to line and level and built up a few courses. 
Bricklayers’ lines can then be stretched out 
and the infilling bricks laid. This procedure 
is then continually repeated with checks for 
overall square, level, and plumb being made 
from time to time. 

It is not proposed to go into the secrets of 
bricklaying in this article as these have been 
adequately covered in the January and 
February '68 issues of P.H. except to say 
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that where the bricks lower down in the con- 
struction will ultimately be covered by the 


earth it is more economical to use a cheap 


fletton rather than the facing bricks. 

During the bricklaying operation the stage 
will be reached when the damp proof course 
(d.p.c.) can be laid. It is absolutely essential 
that this is done carefully and correctly. 
Under no circumstances should it become 
punctured or bridged across by a porous 
material (e.g. mortar). Junctions of two 
d.p.c’s. are always suspect and should re- 
ceive careful attention. The Building Ins- 
pector will undoubtedly want to inspect the 
d.p.c. or the d.p.c. level before any further 
work is carried out. 

The insertion of air bricks is absolutely 


Sleeper wall laid close to house wall; the 
spaces between the bricks are there to assist 
the air flow for the ventilators 
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essential if a hollow timber floor is to be used 
to provide adequate ventilation to the floor. 
The clear area of the air bricks should be 
equal to 14 sq. ins. per foot run of wall. 
These bricks are available in a variety of 
sizes, all fitting into the bond of the brick- 
work (i.e. Qin. x 3in., Qin. x 6in. etc.) and 
should be inserted below the floor level. 

if raked-out joints are required (as in these 
photographs) this should be executed as 
the work proceeds but obviously not before 
the mortar has had time to set a little. The 
surface of the brickwork should be reg- 
ularly brushed with a stiff broom to avoid 
mortar staining. : 

The brick structure was of a rather unusual 
shape due mainly to the location and design 


The foundations for the pond wall and main 
wall; the sleeper walls have also been 
completed by this stage 
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of the pond. Forming the curved internal 
wall to the pond is rather a lengthy job as it 
cannot be built with a line, therefore each 
brick has to be levelled and plumbed-in 
individually. 

if the radius of the wall is small (i.e. less 
than 12ft. or so) as in most instances it will 
be, it has to be built in snap headers (bricks 
cut in half and bedded with the header 
showing). If one gives this a little thought 
the reasons are apparent, for the curve is 
really made up of many facets and the 
smaller each is the smoother will be the 
general line of each course. 

Great attention must be given to the ex- 
posed brickwork within the room as this will 
obviously receive more scrutiny than any

other brickwork, particularly emphasis being 
paid to the perpend joints, and the quality of 
the bricks used. 

Hardwood fixing blocks should be inser- 
ted in the required positions whilst the 
brickwork is going forward as these save a 
lot of time and effort when it comes to fixing 
the cills, jambs and mullions. The blocks 
should however always be of dovetail 
section, so that they cannot pull out and 
fixed so that the screw it accommodates 
goes into the cross grain and not end grain. 

The concrete oversite can be laid at any 
time after the brickwork has reached d.p.c. 
level. Its main purpose is to provide a 
waterproof (or rather water resistant) mem- 
brane beneath the suspended timber floor. 
Generally local authorities like the oversite 
to be no less than 4in. thick, laid on hardcore, 
and its level such that it will not be lower 
than the outside ground (to avoid flooding) 
and still provide at ieast a 3in. gap between 
itself and the underside of the floor joists. 
These last two criteria are usually quite 
difficult to achieve together, unless one has 
a large step down from the extension to the 
outside or an exceptionally shallow floor 
construction. 

The sleeper walls to support the floor 
joists may be erected on top of the oversite 
unless the distance between the joist and 
oversite is very small (e.g. 3in.-6in). If this is 
the case then the sleeper walls could be laid 
on their own foundation and the oversite 
constructed up to them. The sleeper walls 
should be honeycombed—that is occasional 
bricks left out—to provide adequate passage 
of air. Having completed the sleeper wails it 
will probably be convenient then to bed the 
d.p.c. on top. 

The above: procedure regarding sleeper 
walls, oversites, etc. is of course only 
necessary if a timber floor is to be used. If 
however, a concrete floor is preferred this 
can be laid straight on to a hardcore base 
and should be at least 4in. thick. Here 
waterproofing is essential and can easily be 
provided by laying the concrete on a poly- 
thene sheet, or painting the upper surface 
of the concrete with a couple of coats of 
Synthaprufe, or both. Usually it is imprac- 
tical to lay the concrete absolutely smooth 
and level so a sand and cement screed 
should be laid on top (the polythene sheet 
could then be laid between the concrete and 
the screed). The thickness of the screed 
should not be less than 1tin. thick, as thin 
screeds have a tendency to lift and crack.

NYONE can do soldering. The amount 
of “knack” required is very small and 
the equipment needed is simple and 

cheap. You can get a perfectly serviceable 
electric 15 or 20 watts soldering iron for 21s. 
or so and this, plus solder and flux and a 
little emery paper is all that is necessary for 
the majority of domestic jobs. 

Solder works on a principle different from 
that of glues. The solder itself is an alloy 
of tin and lead. The “hard” solders con- 
tain more lead and so have a higher melting 
point. The soft or low melting point solders 
contain a bigger proportion of tin. There are 
also special mixes with additions of bismuth 
and cadmium which will melt at very low 
temperatures, some even lower than boiling 
water. Though these are useful for special 
jobs (such as filling thin-walled tubes before 
bending) they obviously wouldn’t do for 
mending saucepans! If you just ask for soft 
solder, your ironmonger will probably sell 
you one containing 40-45 per cent tin, to 
60-65 per cent lead. These are good general 
purpose solders and the most convenient for 
small jobs are the resin-cored grades. In 
these the solder is made as a very small dia- 
meter tube and the tube is filled with flux 


al SOLDERING 


which automatically flows out as the solder 
melts. You can also get paste and paint 
solder, which are more convenient for jobs 
which involve “sweating”’—for example 
applying heat to a pipe connection in plumb.- 
ing work. 

Soldering joins metals together because 
tin and lead when melted will form an alloy 
with most other metals, even with stainless 
steel—the awkward ones are cast iron and 
aluminium. Though these two can be 
soldered the technique is a dodgy one. Prob- 
ably if it’s only a simple job of leak stopping 
or a patch repair to either of these, then the 
use of synthetic resin putty such as Plasiic 
Padding is the answer. But for copper, brass, 
zinc or sheet iron soldering is convenient 
and simple. All you need are clean surfaces, 
clean 1 solder, flux and clean heat. The solder- 
ing “iron” (the bit is actually copper as 
most people know) is simply a convenient 
gadget for providing the heat and for carry- 
ing the solder to the point where it is needed. 
It is perfectly possible to solder without an 
iron, with the heat being provided by a blow 
lamp. This is the technique used for copper 
hot water piping made with the capillary 
joint method shown in one of the photo-

graphs. Actually, the pipe here is stainless 
steel which solders well provided you use 
a special flux. 

Suppose you’ve bought yourself a nice 
new electric soldering iron the first step is to 
fit the plug to the end of the flex. If it’s a 
3-pin plug the right fuse is a 2 amp one. 
If you use a 2-pin plug or lampholder adap- 
tor the earth connector (green wire) should 
be taped back. This done, switch on and 
very soon the bit will be hot enough to 
“tin.” If you’re using ordinary separate flux 
the iron should be hot enough to make the 
flux fizz slightly when you dip the tip of 
the bit in it to clean it. If you use the resin- 
cored solder, the solder should melt virtually 
as soon as it touches the bit. It will then 
form a bright silvery coating on the tip of 
the bit which is then “tinned” and ready for 
service. 

If the bit won’t take the solder, but lets 
it all run off, it is because it is dirty or 
greasy. A wipe with a rag and a quick light 
rub on a piece of emery cloth will put matters 
right. After considerable use the tinning 
will become oxidised and dirty, then you 
should make the iron hot, wipe the old 
tinning off with a folded rag, lightly emery 
the iron, dip in flux and re-tin as before. 

For a first para job, we suggest solder- 
ing one end of a length of wire or flex to a 
terminal tab. If you haven’t a tab, you can 
join two lengths of wire. Remember, solder- 
ing is bound to work on any of the metals 
mentioned earlier, copper, brass, tinned iron 
or steel sheet or zinc, provided the condi- 
tions are right. If the solder won’t flow, 
it is because the iron isn’t hot enough; if it 
won’t “take” to the metals you want to 
joint, it is because they are dirty or greasy. 
If the joints pull apart it’s probably because 
you moved it before the solder had time to 
set. The remedies are all obvious. Solder

takes a few seconds to set hard. You can 
speed it up by blowing on the joint. Or, 
of course, arrange that the joint won’t be 
under any strain, e.g., by hooking or twisting 
the wires round the component or clamp- 


ing in snipe-nosed pliers when you can leave. 


it a few seconds. Since the usual small 
electric soldering iron heats up very quickly, 
get the job ready for joining before you 
switch on. If you are doing several joints 
there should be a switch handy so you don’t 
keep the iron on all the time. 

Naturally, there’s a limit to the amount 
of heat a small soldering iron will provide. 
For bigger jobs you need 2 bigger iron or 
transformer-type solder gun. For really big 
jobs, such as plumbing work you need either 
a blowlamp or a continuous gas heated iron, 
supplied from a bottled gas cylinder. The 
old fashioned solid iron is very good but 
can only be used within reach of a gas stove 
or primus stove. Among those shown here 
is the Weller solder gun—very useful for a 
wide range of jobs up to and including 
moderately heavy work. A typical 15 or 
20 watt general purpose iron is a good buy 
for a beginner, but the Antex soldering 
instrument is ideal for delicate work—you 
hold it like a pen. A bottled gas iron is 
shown on the far right of our leading picture. 

Once you’ve tried your hand at it, you'll 
find soldering an invaluable aid to lots of 
jobs around the home and on the car too. 
But, perhaps the greatest asset is that when 
you've learned how—and really it’s very 
simple—it opens the door to such hobbies 
as building your own Hi Fi and radios, as 
well as plenty of other gadgets for which 
kits are available so that no electronics 
knowhow whatever is needed. Just the 
ability to read the instructions and solder 
neatly. The home of radio and Hi Fi kits 
is, of course, America. This is where it all 
started and there you can now even get kits 
to build your own colour TV for about £80. 
Over here it hasn’t yet got to that stage, but 
you can get kits which put absolutely top- 
quality Hi Fi and radio in the ordinary man’s 
reach. The top-quality kits aren’t cheap— 
they can’t be because the components are all 
best quality stuff—but compared with what 
it would cost you to buy equipment of the 
same high performance ready assembled, 
the saving is very considerable. The circuit 
designs are also fully up-to-date, but the 
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need for knowhow is eliminated by the use 
of printed circuit boards on which the posi- 
tion of each component is clearly indicated. 

Looking at the catalogue of kits offered 
by Electroniques of Harlow, Essex, who 
market here versions of the American Knight 
Kits specially adapted for English condi- 
tions, the choice ranges from complete 
receiver kits, tuners, amplifiers (up to 
120 watts stereo) and communication 
receivers, to test instruments (including a 
super-sensitive exposure meter for camera 
enthusiasts) to electronic car engine tuners 
and stroboscopes. We timed the work in- 
volved in building two items—the timing 
light stroboscope and the auto engine 
analyser kit. The stroboscope was finished in 
one evening, the auto analyser took three. 
The prices for these (before devaluation) 
were £10 9s.

The small booklet ‘Clear the 
Air with Xpelair’ answers all the 
questions which cannot be cover- 
ed here, but important points to 
remember are: 

(a) The fan must be fitted 
high up and as near as possible to 
the source of steam. Normally 
one would fit the extractor fan 


into a window but there is no 


objection to fixing it high into a 
wall. Details and diagrams are 
shown on page 12 of the booklet. 
(Don’t forget hot air rises: so do 
your decoration costs !) é 

(b) The fan should not be in- 
stalled near an _ ever-opening 
door as this would short circuit 
the air movement. 

(c) Windows should not be 
left open immediately adjacent 
to the fan. 

My first job after deciding to 
install the Xpelair into a window 
over the sink was to remove the

You can use 
a two core flexible cable as the 
Xpelair fan is double insulated. 

This is only a Saturday after- 
noon job. A pull of the cord, the 
shutters open automatically and 
the fan immediately goes into 
action. 

The fan shutters need an 
occasional cleaning to rid them 
of collected grease and dirt. 
Still—better there than all over 
my decorations! And it does 
prove that the Xpelair is pulling 
its weight! 

My installation was the sim- 
plest possible, of course—but 
the leaflet claims that double- 
glazing, sash windows and wall 
fixing are not much more trouble.

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LEGAL NOTES 


GETTING MONEY FOR VALUE 


“I live in an area where about 180 houses 
are likely to come under a compulsory pur- 
chase order if a proposed link road is built. 
Is it worthwhile having my house valued now 
so that | would be in a position to question 
the valuation price offered me? | understand 
this would be the market value, but this term 
worries me as | believe there would be 
quite a difference between the market 
value and the price | could get on the 
open market." 

The statutory regulations dealing with 
compulsory purchase state that when a 
house is subject to an order, its ‘market 
value’ is to be ascertained as though no such 
order existed. The idea is to see that the 
owner is fully compensated. You will get a 

“notice to treat” and you (or your val uer) will 
negotiate the price with the acquiring 
authority's valuer. If you cannot reach an 
agreement, the Lands Tribunal will settle the 
price to be paid. 

A valuation now by an experienced valuer 
would, no doubt, be useful as evidence and 
its cost might be justified in some circum- 
stances. Normally, however, it would make 
no difference. 


YOU’RE NOT TO KNOW 


Further to last month’s item on the Oc- 


cupier’s Liability Act, 1957, a recent case 
(Cook v. Broderip and another, Queen's 
Bench, 1968) is worth noting. The act, as 
we've explained before, makes a householder 
liable for guarding anyone who's in his house 
with his permission from dangers he knew 
or should have known existed. It would be 
unfair, though, to make him shoulder respon- 
sibility for an injury due to someone else's 
negligence which he couldn't be expected 
to have been aware of. This case > illustrates 
the point well. 

The plaintiff while cleaning a flat was 
badly burned when she dusted an electric 
fire that seemed to be out. The injury 
resulted from the fact that an electrician, 


employed to put in a new switch fuse, hadn't 
tested for reversed polarity. Had he done so, 
the defect would have become apparent. 
Clearly, the electrician was liable in respect 
of his professional negligence, and the court 
awarded the plaintiff £3,081 compensation 
against him. 

But the householder was held exempt from 
liability. He had the work done by an inde- 
pendent professional contractor, and was 
not obliged to insure his visitors against 
possible incompetence. The Judge's com- 
ment was: “It is not good law that a house- 
holder is not to install an electrical circuit, or 
a central heating system, without under- 
standing the work of specialist contractors*. 
For he has no possible means of checking 
negligent work.”’ 


(*referring, of course, to those who have the 
work done rather than those who do it 
themselves.) 


FAIR DUES 


A houseowner wants to build an extension 
towards the street. His local authority has 
two ways to prevent him doing so. One way 
is to refuse the requisite planning permis- 
sion, giving a reason for the refusal. The 
other way is, under the Highways Act, 1959, 
to prescribe what is called an “improvement 
line’, whereby building on the street side of 
this line is prohibited. From the ratepayers’ 
point of view the real difference between the 
two ways is that the second but not the first 
involves payment of compensation to the 
owner affected. 


However, this interesting case—West- 
minster Bank Ltd. v Beverley Borough 
Council and Another, Queen's Bench, 1968— 
decided that, when the reason for refusing 
planning permission really amounts to an 
intention to prescribe an improvement line, 
compensation is payable. The ‘Another’ 
in the case was the Minister of Housing: the 
Court quashed his decision approving the 
authority's refusal of permission, the reason

given being “the proposed development 
might prejudice the possible future widening 
of Lairgate”’. 

The Judge’s comments were: “It is un- 
reasonable to use planning powers to 
achieve the prescribing of an improvement 
line without paying compensation, since 
Parliament has expressly provided a proce- 
dure giving a right to compensation’. He 
also said: “In a free society a reasonable 
man, faced with the need to restrict the free- 
dom of the individual for the benefit of the 
community, and faced with two possibile 
courses of action, only one of which involves 
compensation, must adopt that one’. The 
case is a reiteration of the rule that Parlia- 
ment has repeatedly stated (and one that 
crops up elsewhere on this page) that, 
though a citizen's property may be taken for 
public purposes, adequate compensation is 
payable to him. 


DOUBLE TIME 


“| have received a bill for work done on a 
circulating pump. The firm has charged me 
the electrician's time for cleaning and re- 
wiring the pump. But they've aiso charged 
the same time for a plumber who was simply - 
waiting around until the electrical work was 
finished so that he could come and fit the 
pump back into the heating system. This 
means | am expected to: pay for both when 
only one could work on the pump at a time. 
The pump was taken to the firm’s workshop 
for attention and the manager there says 
this is the usual thing for them to do. Can | 
be charged like this?” 

Since the waiting time of the plumber 
could be (and probably was) spent doing 
other jobs in the workshop, it’s quite unfair 
to charge you for it. Further, we think a - 


County Court Judge would agree. We sug- 
gest you tell the manager that you will not 
pay for that time and that if he wishes to sue 
for his.money, you will leave it to the Judge 
to decide. The likelihood is that he will seek — 
some settlement with you. 


“Over the past six years a kennels next to my bungalow has increased its capaci 
eight to twenty-five dogs, and we have to endure the subsequent increase in noise. 
from that, we have to put up with smoke and smell from daily bonfires. These are par- 
ticularly obnoxious as they are made up with the straw removed from the kennels. Arey 
these annoyances actionable as a private nuisance?” 

We think you could try to obtain a declaratory judgement from a County Court jcdau. 
that the congestion of the kennels and the incidental interference with your enjoyment 
of your residence did constitute a private nuisance. You would need to satisfy him that 
the interference with your comfort goes beyond such annoyance as a reasonable person 
may be expected to tolerate. 

Maybe if you told the kennel owners what you had in mind, you might reach an agree- 
ment and so avoid legal action. Also, ask your Local Health Authority to look into the 
problem. 

An action for nuisance is always something of a gamble and to be avoided if possible. 
The declaratory judgement that we suggest is safer and probably will be as effective. 


HAT can we put in the hall?—a 

familiar question because modern 

halls are difficult to furnish well. Of 
course, you can buy ‘hall furniture’— 
monks’ chests (delightful in the right set- 
ting), umbrella stands (often more of an 
obstruction than a convenience) and tele- 
phone tables. Unfortunately, many halls are 
too cramped to take even these items, and 
that’s where this wall unit comes in. It 


provides plenty of storage space and gives - 


the hall a homely, welcoming appearance 
whilst projecting only 9in. from the wall. It 
is ideal for books, of course, but also takes 
potted plants, ornaments, telephone, direc- 
tories, letter-racks, etc. 


DESIGN 


Basically, the unit consists of shelves with 
sides, but to add balance and avoid the 
monotony of just shelves, a large compart- 
ment is left just above centre, and to further 
add contrast this compartment is backed. 
The remaining shelves are backless, although 
the top and bottom compartments have half- 
backs to protect books and facilitate fixing. 

Again to avoid monotony, shelf depths 
vary slightly too. Below the centre compart- 
ment, another compartment utilises one half 
of the shelf width and has a door; this com- 
partment is designed to house directories, 
jotters, letters, etc. This shelf has the greatest 
depth (apart from the centre one), and the 
door reduces the amount of wall exposed, 
which would otherwise be rather overpower-

MATERIAL AND PREPARATION 


I used veneered chipboard, partly because 
I find it polishes so well, but mainly because 
I was in a hurry. Thus, the dimensions are 
in accord with standard sizes of chipboard 
or blockboard, though, of course, any suit- 
able wood can be used. Fig. 3 shows amount 
of chipboard needed, and also shows how to 
avoid wastage, as veneered chipboard is

position on each butt end, as, especially if 
drilling by hand, slight but significant dis- 
crepancies in positioning cannot be avoided. 
Thus, twelve templates will be needed, but 
the little time spent on them is well worth- 
while, as the slightest forward projection of 
one of the pieces at the joint will look un- 
sightly and will always be a source of 
irritation. 


MAKE A DRY RUN 


The whole main framework having been 
prepared, it’s vital at this stage to make a 
dry assembly in order to ensure exact cut-

rather expensive material. (You should also 
ensure, before taking delivery, that the 
shades do not vary unduly; otherwise the 
final appearance will be spoilt.) Multiple 
dowel joints are used throughout; for this 
reason the order in which the parts are 
assembled is of great importance, and the 
whole unit should be assembled dry first to 
avoid errors, 

The framework of sides, top, bottom, and 
the four intermediate shelves is prepared 
first. Examine each piece carefully, choos- 
ing the best veneered edge to be the visible 
one. The two sides should then be marked 
with the shelf positions. ‘To ensure accuracy, 
this is done by placing both sides together, 
inside faces uppermost, and marking the 
positions right across both pieces. 

The positions of the holes to receive the 
dowels should then be marked, at 2in. 
centres as in Fig. 1, and drilled to a depth 
of din. with a jin. “diameter drill. This is, 
perhaps, the most difficult part of the whole 
operation, as it is important that the hole 
should be drilled at an angle of 90 deg. to 
ensure correct fitting of the dowel. If you 
have a dowelling jig the job is made much 
easier, as it can be seated on a piece of wood, 
previously drilled in the correct positions, 
clamped to the board. Otherwise, if a drill 
stand is not available, it’s a job for a very 
steady hand. I did the job by hand, with a 
power drill, and the results were very satis- 
factory. The slight discrepancies made 
seemed to make very little difference. Do 
check frequently, however, to make sure you 
don’t drill right through the board! 

The next stage is to drill the butt ends of 
the horizontal shelves and the top and 
bottom, again to a depth of 4in.; the posi- 
tions of the holes are obviously of the great- 
est. importance here. I suggest the prepara- 
tion of a card template, for each end, Don’t 
assume that the holes will be in the same 


ting and fitting of the centre compartment 
back panel and of the shelf backs. The 
dowels for the joints should be cut slightly 
shorter than the depths of the two holes 
combined and should be grooved from top 
to bottom to permit excess glue to escape 
when the unit is finally glued up. You will 
find it best to insert the dowels in the butt 
ends of the shelves first, and then gently tap 
the side on to the dowels (using a piece of 
wood to protect the veneered faces when 
using the mallet). Don’t tap too hard, or the 
dowels will split or otherwise cause 
damage. 


Now, the centre compartment back panel 
can be prepared. The panel fits inside the 
framework, so as to be flush with the edges 
of the sides and shelves. The inside measure- 
ment of the back of the centre compartment 
should be taken first. There may well have 
been errors in the measuring, drilling and 
assembling so far, although if care has been 
taken, they should be minimal. Before mea- 
suring, check that the unit has been 
assembled square, using a tri-square or a 
piece of cord stretched across the unit from 
opposite corners. 


This done, any necessary trimming of the 
back panel should be carried out, and then 
this piece in turn must be prepared for 
dowelling. All four edges must be drilled, 
to the same depth as before, but 6in. centres 
will be sufficient, as the panel takes very 
little strain. This means 5 holes along the 
top and bottom edges, and 3 holes along each 
side edge. Once again, it is advisable to pre- 
pare card templates to ensure correct align- 
ment when drilling the rear underside of 
shelf 3, the rear topside of shelf 4, and the 
insides of the sides between the two (as in 
Fig. 1). Having inserted the dowels, the 
panel should now be included in the ‘dry 
run’, 
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The order of assembly of the various 
parts may give a little difficulty, more especi- 
ally in the final glueing. At this stage, it’s a 
good idea if side 1 and shelf 3 are removed, 
the panel joined to side 2 and shelf 4, shelf 
3 replaced, and then side 1. 

A similar procedure will enable the in- 
clusion of the half-backs to shelves 2 and 6 
in the ‘dry run’. These half-backs are made 
by dividing horizontally a 9in. X 30in. 
board, drilling at 6in. centres along the 
bottom edge (4 holes) and 4in. centres at 
each end (2 holes), dowelling and assembling 
in the same way. The 6in. deep spacer be- 
tween shelves 2 and 3 can then be included 
(2 dowels on top and bottom edges at 4in. 
centres) flush with the rear edges of the 
shelves. 

Finally, the side of the cupboard can be 
introduced; this is 84in. deep, to allow for 
the overlap of the door, and the front edge 
is best covered with veneer strip. This piece, 
too, is fixed so that its rear edge is flush with 
the rear edges of shelves 4 and 5. Two 
dowels at 4in. centres on top and bottom 
edges should suffice. 


GLUEING UP 


A good strong wood glue should be used, 
as the dowel joints will take nearly all of 
the weight. Assemble in this order: glue 
spacer to underside of shelf 2, then add shelf 
3. Then, in order, back panel of centre com- 
partment, shelf 4, cupboard side, shelf 5; 
glue half-back to shelf 2; glue half-back to 
shelf 6; glue side 1 to shelves 2, 3, 4, 5; glue 
shelf 6 to side 1; glue shelf 1 (top) to side 
1, glue side 2. ps, or the use of a rope 
round the whole framework, with cardboard 
to protect the corners, and tightened, must 
be used to hold the unit firmly together 
while the glue dries. 


FITTING THE DOOR 


Once the glue has dried (and it is as well 
to allow more than the usual time as it will 
take longer to dry inside the dowel holes), 
the door can be added. This fits so that its 
front is flush with the outer edges of shelves 
4 and 5, and its inner side rests against the 
edge of the cupboard side so that an over- 
lap of about 4in. is achieved to act as a finger 
grip for opening. 

Obviously, the sawn edge will be the 
hinged edge, although the end should be 
covered with veneer strip. The door has 
very little weight, so I devised a simple but 
effective system of invistble hinges as I felt 
that traditional hinges would spoil the overall 
appearance. First, the door is held firmly in 
position and a small hole drilled through the 
front top of shelf 4 into the top edge of the 
door about jin. from the side (Fig. 2.) A 
similar hole is drilled 3in. from the side in 
the front underside of “shelf 5 and into the 
bottom edge of the door. 

The door is then removed, and a mirror 
screw, with its polished head detached, is 
driven into each of the holes in the door 
edges so as to be flush with, or slightly 
deeper than, the edges. The door is then 
replaced, and a nail driven through the hole 
in the underside of shelf 5 so as to enter the 
recess in the mirror screw. The head of the 
nail is then sawn off flush with the surface. 
The operation is repeated for the top of the 
door, but saw off the head flush before the 
nail is driven completely home so that the 
hole can be filled with plastic wood and 
smoothed off. 

The final job is to polish the unit (I did 
mine with a proprietary polish and sealed it 
with polyurethane) and then fixed it to the 
wall on battens screwed through the half- 
backs to shelves 2 and 6, where the screw 
heads can be concealed with books or 
ornaments.

This saved 
quite considerable time in a most awkward 
spot and my son was, of course, highly 
delighted at the whole affair.—A. J. Webb

BATH PLATFORM 


Finding it difficult to erect a ladder when 
decorating the bathroom, I decided to cover 
in the bath as this would allow me freedom 
of movement when painting the ceiling and 
walls. This was not a difficult job, the only 
material needed being some pieces of plank 
boarding which I bought from a demolition 
yard for a few shillings. The distance from 
the wall to lin. beyond the bath was 28in. so 
I cut six boards 28in. <X 9in. x 2in. The next 
step was to screw a thick batten, say 6in. X 
liin. X #in. under each plank at a point 
where it would rest against the inside edge of 
the bath when the other end was flush 
against the wall, thus making it impossible 
for the planks to slide off the bath, yet quite 
easy to dismantle. Some baths have a slight 
narrowing at one end and this can be 
allowed for when fixing the battens. The 
sketch showing three boards only is self- 
explanatory.—F. Stillman (Lancing).

CIRCUIT TESTER 


When attempting to re-wire a house or to 
trace a fault in the electrical system this cir- 
cuit tester can be of great assistance. It con- 
sists of a 6 volt battery, two 3.5 volt or similar 
lamps in holders, four small crocodile clips 
and about 2 yards of bell wire. One of the 
lamp holders is attached to the battery by 
adhesive tape after being wired as shown. 

It is essential that before use, the main 
switch of the house system is turned off. 
The practice of pulling the fuse of the cir- 
cuit being tested is not to be recommended 
as more than one circuit may be present in a 
remote junction box. 

To trace a cable from, say, a fuse box to 
a remote junction box or outlet, connect one 
lead of the battery unit to the cable at the 
fuse box and the other lead to the earthing 
point on the box. With the lamp unit at the 
junction box, connect one lead to earth and 
search with the other. When the circuit is 
found, both lamps will light. This has the ad- 
vantage over a shorting lead that it can be 
used alternatively from each end to trace a 
number of cables in a single run. 

For lighting circuits where no earth is 
available in the box, a metal water pipe, the 
earth of a socket outlet or a metal building 
frame may be used. If the neutral cable is 
known to be continuous, this may be used 
instead of the earth. — S. B. Thomson 
(Silsoe).

FIXING HANDLES TO FLUSH DOORS 


A problem that arises when fixing handles 
to flush doors in conjunction with a ball 
catch is that there is no substance in the 
door for the fixing screws. One can usually 
screw the two outer screws into the door 
framing, but the inner screws have nothing 
to bite into. 

I overcame this by drilling two }in. holes 
through the door in line with the inner holes 
in the handle. I then insert two Hin. round 
metal spacers, tapped $in. deep X 4BA. It 
is then a simple matter to screw two lin. 
countersunk screws through the handle. I 
find that 4BA screws have a head size about 
the same size as a No. 10 wood screw. It is, 
of course, necessary to fix identical handles 
on each side of the door exactly opposite

FENCING PROBLEM SOLVED 


After erecting the posts and levelling the 
arris rails for a 100ft. long fence, I came 
across the problem of nailing the railings, 
square and equal in height, to the arris rails. 
As the ground was not level, I had to invent 
the fixture as shown in the diagram. 

The first railing was set at the required 
height and nailed to the arris rails. The 
spacer with hinge attached was positioned 
against this railing to locate the position of 
the arris rail location pegs. When this had 
been done the remainder of the railings 
were very quickly erected by positioning the 
spacer on the arris rails and putting a railing 
on top of the hinged block; nailing railing to 
arris rail; opening hinge for fixture removal 
and then proceeding as before so obtaining 
a very square and equally spaced fence giv- 
ing good appearance——K. C. Saunders

CUTTING LAMINATED 
PLASTIC STRIPS 


I wished to cut several nar- 
row strips of laminated plas- 
tic, but found that by cutting 
them with a saw, I was get- 
ting a very rough edge. I then 
used the following method 
which was most successful. 

I took a wood marker 
gauge, removed the steel 


which had been sharpened to 
a very fine cutting point. This 
was then inserted in the 
marker gauge, set to the re- 
quired width and, after find- 
ing a firm cutting surface, 
drawn along the surface of 
the plastic. The sheet was 
then turned over and the 
operation repeated on the 
reverse side. The result was 
a very clean break.—A. J. 
Bidewell (West Wickham).

FUSE AND SOCKET TESTERS 


Here are two very simple-to-make and 
inexpensive testing units for the home 
electrician. 

The first, shown in Fig. 1, with the cover 
off, is a fuse tester. It is made from a stand- 
ard 13 amp. plug and entails removing the 
cover and drilling and filing a slot in it where 
the cartridge fuse is housed. This enables the 
fuse to be readily inserted and removed. The 
base of the plug has the socket posts removed 
and a hole drilled through each side, to take 
the contacts from the terminals. A blob of 
solder on each outside contact holds it in 
place and makes operation easier. You will 
have to make the box for the standard 4.5 
volt flashlamp battery, which is inserted with 
the contact strips vertical. These act as on/ 
off contacts for testing by being squeezed to 
the solder contacts at the side. The other 
component is a bulb held beneath the cord 
clamp at the top. The other work is simply 
making the conductors from terminals to 
contacts. The base is screwed to the battery 
case and then the cover replaced. 

The other item, in Fig. 2, is also made 
from a 13 amp. plug. The earth post is not 
used—and it simply entails using a standard 
voltage neon lamp holder, also clamped 
beneath the cord clamp, which is wired to L 
and N load terminals. With the cover re- 
placed (you must have a fuse in the plug) 
the unit can be used to test sockets—or

GARAGE DOOR STAY 


Metal channel fixed 
to door frame 


I have an up- 
and-over garage 
door and find that 
when in the open 
position and the 
wind blows ‘in a 
certain direction, 
it closes the door. 
Because of this, 
one has to be sure 
the car is not left 
half in and half 
out of the door. 
To overcome this

FILLING CEILING CRACKS 


I have had some ceiling cracks to 
make up and had difficulty in open- 
ing the cracks enough to insert a 
plaster filler. A plasterer advised 
rubbing with sandpaper but this 
was a slow process. I found an 
old stainless steel knife with a 
metal handle. The blades of 
these are very hard, so I 
snapped about l4in. off the 
end and filed it to a point. 
Next I heated it with a 
blowlamp and bent the 
point over. I can now push . 
the point into the cracks / 
with my thumb and hold / 
it while I draw the 
blade along the crack.

Central-heating systems do not have to 
be approved by your local council unless 
you make any alteration to a chimney. 
They also do not affect the insurance of 
your house except when oil fuel is used. 
If you are installing oil, it would be wise 
to ask the insurance company if they have 
any special requirements about the stor- 
age tank and pipe-lines. 


COLD BATHROOM 


- | have recently purchased a house built about 
1850, to which a bathroom and toilet have been 
added on the ground floor level. The concrete 
floor of this extension has been laid direct on to 
the ground and it is now very uneven and very 
damp. The bathroom, as a result, is like a 
“tomb’’. Apart from knocking the whole lot 
down, is there anything | can do to the 
floor ?—J. W. Robson (London). 


We don’t think the floor is the only 
cause of cold and damp. Heat losses 
through the walls and roof are probably 
very high and insulation is obviously 
needed here. As to the floor, the fact that 
it is subject to rising damp means that 
this must be dealt with. If you don't mind 
increasing the floor height a little, it 
could be given two coats of Synthaprufe 
and then covered with oil-tempered 
hardboard laid while the second coat is 
still tacky.

FROST FREE MORTAR 


| am having a bungalow built by an old estab- 
lished, well-known builder who builds literally 
hundreds of houses, bungalows and flats every 
year. The cost of the bungalow will be about 
£6,750 excluding land. After some bricklaying 
we had a fairly severe frost and | told the builder 
| was worried about this as the work was not 
covered. He replied that it would be all right as 
they used anti-freeze in the water used for the 
mortar mix. 

We inspected the brickwork two days later and 
there was no visible sign of damage by frost. Am 
| worrying unduly?—C. E. W. (Hants). 


Providing the builder did as he said and 
used a suitable anti-freeze in the mix then 
the frost will have done no damage. It is, 


of course, his responsibility to do so and’ 


he would be responsible if, through 
neglect to do this, damage occurred. 
However, we think it reasonably certain, 
in his own interest, he would have used it. 


PROBLEM CEILING 


Our house, situated on a main road, is well 
built, over 100 years old and has withstood heavy 
traffic and quite a lot of bombing. We have just 
completed repairing the big sitting room, i.e. 
making good cornice corners and odd cracks etc. 
and having the ceiling professionally papered 
with a heavy ceiling paper (sample enclosed). 
Before the man came back two weeks later to 
paint the ceiling, a large piece of plaster about 
3 ft. by 5 ft. came away immediately above the 
central-heating radiator. We were shattered as

we thought the ceiling quite sound except for the 
normal wear and tear. 


Do we have to take the whole ceiling down, 
which will be very expensive, or can you suggest 
some other way? | had thought that perhaps 
expanded polystyrene ceiling tiles might solve the 
problem, but my husband says they would not 
stick to the ceiling. No other pieces of ceiling 
have come down—could it be that the constant 
heat from the radiator has dried out the moisture 
in the plaster?—-Mrs. R. Usher (Folkestone). 


The paper is certainly quite a heavy one 
and would put a considerabie ioad on the 
plaster. However, if all that has happen- 
ed is that the plaster has come away 
from the laths leaving these still nailed 
firmly to the joists, then it could be re- 
paired simply by replastering the area 
which has come away. The only way of 
deciding whether or not the rest of the 
ceiling will come down at some time in 
the near future will be to lift the floor- 
boards in the room above and have a look 
at it. We assume it does not appear to 
be bulging visibly and that you cannot 
feel any movement when you press your 
hand firmly against it. 


Naturally, the area you have replaster- 
ed won’t match the rest of the ceiling 
unless it is covered with the same paper. 
We agree with your husband that we do 
not think you could stick panels on top of 
the paper, but we don’t think it would be 
difficult to repaper that part of the ceil- 
ing which has been patched so that it is a 
good match with the other. It is unlikely — 
that the radiator did the damage. It 
could be that at some time or another the 
ceiling was repaired badly or that a burst 
pipe weakened the plaster.

ABOUT FLUORESCENT 
LIGHTS 


Can you please suggest any remedy for a noisy 
fluorescent light?—-R. C. Cerden (Sale). 


If the noise is a buzz from the tube it- 
self, some makers recommend removing 
the tube, rotating it 180°, and replacing 
it. The starter choke is often the cause of 
noise. This may be due to loose fixing 
between choke and other parts. Press 
suspected items with an insulated tool. 
if a choke cover or other metal item is 
loose, it may possibly be secured with 
bolts, or by careful wedging, or in some 
cases by a filler between meeting surfaces 
if the buzz is internal (e.g. from lamina- 
tions) and cannot be prevented, a new 
choke is needed. Also look for buzzing 
in metal items near the choke. 


Would there be any problem in running two 
40 watt circular fluorescent lights in series on a 
two-way switching circuit and what fuse rating 
would be necessary for an Autoset time-switch 
13-amp plug and appliances used in conjunction 
with the time-switch: fuses in both plugs being 
necessary to complete a_ circuit.—L. Jones 
(Llandudno). 


Normally, fluorescent lights may be 
run from a 2-way switching circuit, 
exactly as filament lamps. Fluorescent 
lamp tubes and fittings as purchased for 
use singly are intended to run from the 
full mains voltage. This means that two 
or more would be connected in parallel 
(again, as with filament lamps). 

With a 240v supply, 480 watt is the 
maximum for a 2-amp fuse, 720 watt for a 
3-amp fuse, 1200 watt for a 5-amp fuse, 
2400 watt for a 10-amp fuse and 3000 watt 
or 3kW for a 13-amp fuse. 


LIABILITY SHARED 


My sewage pipes join those of my neighbour in 
his garden and the combined channel then flows 


into the main drain in the street. The combined © 


part of the channel has broken and my neighbour 
says that, because it is the ‘‘shared’’ section, the 
cost of repairs should be shared even though it is 
on his land. Is this correct? If he must pay the 
cost, can anything be done if he refuses to have 
the work done?—G. S. (Sutton-in-Ashfield). 


The rule of common law is that a thing 
which is of joint benefit is maintained 
equally by those who share the benefits 
which result from it. If, therefore, the 
damaged section is in that part of the 
drain which you share with your neigh- 
bour, and unless he himself has done what- 
ever it is that caused the damage, then 
you share with him the cost of repair. As 
for refusing to have the work done, this 
would make you both liable for prose- 
cution under the Public Heaith Act. 


PAINTING ASBESTOS | 
TILED ROOF 


| have a roof of asbestos tiles which has be- 
come faded and discoloured; Can you suggest a 


paint which is suitable for this type of surface. 
! would like a matt finish, preferably red in 
colour.—C. A. Edwards (Exeter). 


Emulsion paint as used for home 
decoration has a reasonable life when 
used on asbestos. However, there seem 
several possible difficulties—is the roof 
reasonably clean and free from soot; can 
you get at it without damage to the 
asbestos to paint or spray it; assuming 
that the paint will last three or four 
years at most, do you really want the 
job of re-doing it at these intervals? 

We think that much the same applies 
to any type of paint that you might use 
and, accordingly, it might be better to 
leave things as they are, unless the roofing 
is fairly small and easily accessible. 


LEAKING WINDOW FRAME 


Recently, during a heavy rainstorm, water 
seeped through and round the window frame of a 
picture window in the gable-end of my house 
which was facing directly into the wind and rain. 
The house is only three years old and a complaint 
to the builder about the seepage resulted in 
some form of putty-type sealing compound being 
applied over the old painted putty holding the 
glass in the window. However, in a rainstorm 
seepage still occurs and the wall has developed 
damp white patches which have damaged the 
decoration and are unsightly. | shall be grateful 
for your advice as to how this trouble can be 
cured.—C. G. (Co. Durham). 


it depends where the rain is getting in. 
it could, of course, be at the gap between 
the window frame and the brickwork, but 
there are other possibilities. If the wall is 
a cavity wall, a suitable d.p.c. may not 
have been provided at the sides of the 
opening, or a d.p.c. may have been omit- 
ted over the lintel. The cavity may have 
become bridged by mortar droppings or 
pieces of brick, so that the rain can come 
through the wall. 

We are inclined to think that you 
should write firmly to the builder telling 
him that you are not willing to accept the 
present state of affairs and that during 
the summer you will require the window 
to be removed from the wall, the state of 
affairs investigated and whatever is 
necessary done to put matters right. 


DEMOLISHING OUTBUILDING 


| intend to demolish a brick outbuilding, which 
houses coal bunker and W.C., with a slate roof 
common to my neighbour. Is planning permission 
necessary? | enclose a rough sketch, would you 
please advise me how | tackle the job—my 
knowledge of water pipes/supply etc. is virtually 
nil. One point that worries me is, having re- 
moved my side of the roof, how do | make good 
the Apex?—P. E. Foulkes (Liverpool). 
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“It’s not everyone that can use it so 
well . . . still we’re expecting the 
electrician any day now.’’ 


So far as the demolition goes, naturally 
you will have to remove the roof first. If 
it is an old building you will probably find 
the bricks are set in lime mortar and 
they will come away very easily with only 
a little hammer and chisel work. The 
water pipe could probably be made use 
of to provide a stand pipe and tap for 
garden purposes. If you don’t want it for 
this then it should be sealed off, if possible 
below ground level to reduce the risk of 
frost. If it is in galvanised iron you can 
obtain a suitable cap or plug at any good 
ironmongers. If it is in lead, it is really a 
job for a plumber. 

We don’t know if there is a vent pipe 
for the drain at the W.C. If there is, the 
inspector will probably be willing for you 


to simply seal off the existing connections 


between the W.C. pan and the soil pipe. 
If there is no vent pipe he may possibly 
require you to fit one to occupy the space 
where the W.C. now is. 

At the ridge of the roof you will prob- 
ably need to provide a capping, either in 
zinc or Nuralite, which will have to go at 
least 1 ft. down below the ridge of your 
neighbour’s side, and it would be wise to 
continue it for about 1 ft. down on your 
own side. It would be advisable to render 
that side of your neighbour’s W.C. which 
will now be exposed to the weather, and 
a 1:3 cement-sand mix would be suitable.

to go about this job. The tiles are in the small 
pathway at the front of my house which leads on 
to a concrete step which | would also like to tile. 
Would you please let me know how long after the 
job is done, before people can walk on the tiles.— 
J. W. Willis (Liverpool). 


We don’t really recommend smooth 
quarry tiles outdoors. The weather does 
them no harm but they can be slippery 
in wet or frosty days. The ribbed patterns 
are better and a good builders’ merchant 
will get these for you. 

The base is 1:3 cement-sand mix screed- 
ed level. When dry enough to work on, 
the tiles are laid on this, using the thin- 
nest possible “‘buttering’’ of mortar (the 
same 1:3 mix). The tiles must not come 
above the level of the d.p.c. in the house 
wallil—in fact the d.p.c. should be at least 
éin. or two courses above the level of the 
path. Allow three days (longer if the 
weather is cold) before putting the path 
in use. 


RENEWING GUTTERING 


My problem is how to remove a very old length 
of ogee moulded guttering. If 1 use force | shall do 
a lot of damage as the slates project into it as 
shown in the diagram. The jointing material 
(putty | think) has set very hard and there is a 
danger of breaking the gutter of the adjoining 
house next door. 

In your February issue you advise against rest- 
ing a ladder against the guttering but how can 
you extend a ladder above the roof without doing 
this?—H. E. McMurray (Belfast). 


it depends how the guttering was 
originally fixed. As a rule, Ogee gutter- 
ing is screwed direct to a backing board

and, if you look carefully, you will be able 
to find where the screws are so that they 
can be removed or drilled out. If you 


' don’t fancy doing this, then we would 


suggest you try to patch up the broken 
guttering with some galvanised sheeting 
or glass fibre. Or perhaps you could get a 
short length of plastic guttering and bed 
this in with mastic. 

As to the ladder, you can reach the 
guttering quite comfortably with the 
ladder on the wall beneath it. If you need 
to get at the roof above, a sack of wood 
shavings should come between the 
ladder and the eaves. It would be wise to 
rope the ladder on one side (e.g. to a 
window) so that it can’t slip.

it is simply a question of cutting 
through the brickwork at any con- 
venient point. Nine inches is the usual 
brick length and 6in. height represents 
two courses of brickwork, so it really 
boils down to removing one brick com- 
pletely and cutting two half bricks away. 
The opening is then tidied up and fiushed 
with a 1:4 cement-sand mix with the 
actual soot door bedded in this. If you 


haven’t bought the door already, the 
double doors are best.

— a and waterfalls are a decided 
asset to a garden pool, for practical as well 
as ornamental reasons. 

Apart from delighting the ear with 
musical sound, every bubble carried below 
the surface by the cascade, every droplet 
from the fountain spray, increases the 
oxygen content of the water, cools it in 
hot weather, and makes the pool a healthier 
and happier place for the fish. 


No mains supply needed 


Moving water, then, is a good thing—but 
it must not be overdone. Water lilies will 
not flower freely in cold strong currents. 
So it is no help to have a natural stream 
running through a pool. Neither is it a 
good idea to run cold mains water ae 
tinuously through the pool; the fish 

not object, but water lilies certainly wi 

and so, probably, will the local water 
board. Such a scheme is not only un- 
desirable, but quite unnecessary. 

The cardinal rule of any moving water 
arrangement is to circulate the water from 
the pool itself. All you need is a pump to 
push the water through the fountain jet or 
lift it to the top of the watercourse. 
Gravity brings it back. The water goes 
round and around, slightly cooled but not 
made cold; currents are kept toa minimum. 
The fish are happy, the lilies are happy 
and so, presumably, is the water board. 


Complete pump kits 


Pumps are divided into two types— 
submersible and surface. Submersible 
pumps simply sit in the water, submerged 
and silent, needing no or plumbing. 
A surface pump works in the dry, housed 
in a pump chamber beside the pool. It 
draws water from the pool, then pumps it 
along polythene delivery lines to the 
fountain and/or waterfall outlets. 

There are several models available in 
each category, all excellent, but varying in 
output and in cost. For any water garden 
application, be it a single fountain or an
